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Sinorix chiefe gouernour of Scienna in Italie, glauncing bis eyes vpn the 
' glittering beantie of Camma, wyfe to Sinnatus, a Gentleman of the ſame 
Citie, falleth into extreame loue with her, and afſayeth ſundry Wayes tua 
winne her good wyll.But perceiuing bis practices to take uo wyſhed effett, 
and ſuppoſing the buſbandes lyfe to binder bis loue, cauſed him to be muy- 
dered by a Reffian.

The frientlhip amongeſt men ts grounded vpon no law, and diſfolucy 
bpon euery lyght occaſion: the good wyll ofkinſfolke is commonly 
colde, as much of cuſtome, as of deuotion.

Hypfull,by vertue honozable,and by goodneſſe gracious, ſo were they 
in riches koꝛtunate, in childꝛen fruiceful,in friendes flouriſhing, and in 
loue ſolopall ech to other, that they long tyme led a louyng and quiet 
lyte togeacher. But eyther Foꝛtune enuying they pꝛolperitie, oz the 
Diuel diſpleaſed wich they vertuous life, oꝛ God diſpoſed to try their 
truech, and make them paternes to they? poſteritie, conucrted this 
happie lyfe to heauie eſtate, and rayſed vp one Sinorix, to race & beate 
powne'the firme foundation of them fapthfull building and byding to⸗ 
grather. Foz this Sinorix glauncing his gazing eyes on the blazing 
beautie of Camma, recepued ſo deepe an impꝛeſſion of her perfection 
in his hart, that immediatly he fixed his fancy vpon her comly coppes: 
And being the chiefe ruler of the Citie, he perſwaded him ſclfe that 
there was none in the Citie ſo toute, but would ſtoupe at his lure,noz

pour chcere ſhalbe able to counteruaile it nuw pou are come:and taking 
Cammabp the hand, he ſapd ſoftly vnto her, J pitie the paines of theſe 
Gentlewomen the leſle, fo} that pou were in they} company; whoſe 
piercing eyes, as celeſtial ſtarres ozheauenlp lampes, might ſerue fo 
lightes in the darke, whole ſweete face might perfume the apze from 
all noyſome finelles which might annoy them,# beholding pour loue⸗ 
tp lookes & perfect ſhape, they might take ſuch delyght, that che weeri⸗ 
neſſe of the way could nothing moleſt oꝛ griene them. | Shs 
Cammahearing her ſelfe ſo greatly pꝛayſed of ſo great a perſonage 
as he was, could not keepe the Roſel red out of her Alablaſter checkes, 
and thinking no ſerpentine malice to lye hyd vnder theſe mecry and 
ſugred woꝛdes, ſhe gaue him this curteous anl were. | 
If Sir, the company had made no better pꝛouiſion fo: lightes and o⸗ 
ther things neceſſary, then ſuch as you ſpeake ot, they might ſone haue 


ſlipt into the mire: but as J perceiue by pour woꝛdes, vou are diſpoſc nm 


to ieſt be merry, ſo J am content foꝛ this once to be made the inſtru⸗ 
ment thereof, thereby to eaſe ſome part of the paynes which you are 
Iyke to take in receyuing ſuch troubleſome gueſtes as we are: and fox 
our cheere you neede take no thought, for it halbe ſo much to good fox + 
vs, by how much leſſe we haue deſerued any at al at your handes. After 
this amoꝛous encounter, he cauſed the company to ſit downe to the ban⸗ 
quet, and ſo diſpoſed the matter, that Cammaſate at the table right o⸗ 
ner againſt him, wherby he freely fed his eyes on that meate which ton⸗ 
uerted rather to the nouriſhment of feknes, then to holſome humoꝛs 


ek health. Foz as the ftneſt meates that be, by one in extremitie of ſick⸗ 


uts, relolut not to be pure blood, to ſttengthen the body, but to watriſh

hwnours to feede the feuer and diſeaſe: ſo though her face and lookes 
were fine e ſweete, and bought delight to al the beholders eyes, vet to 
him they wꝛought only toꝛment & trouble of minde. And notwithſtan⸗ 
ding, he perceiued her beauty to bzeede his bane, and her lookes to pꝛo⸗ 
cure the loſſe of his libertie, and that as the Cocatrice byſpght onely 
fl:eth : ſo ſhe by courtcous countenance only, kylled and wounded his 
hart, yet coulde he not refrayne his eyes from beholding her, but accoz⸗ 
ding to 5; nature of the ſickly pacient, which chiefly deſireth that which 


chielly is foꝛbidden him, he ſo inceſlantly thꝛew his amarous glaunces 


toward her, that his eyes were altogeather bleared with her beautic, x 
ſhe allo at the length began to perceiue his louing lookes towards her, 
which made her looke pale in token of the litle pleaſure ſhe toke in his 
toyes, and of the great feare ſhe had, leaſt ſome other ſhoulde marke 
them, wherby her good name might come in queſtion. The banquet be⸗ 
ing ended, euery one of them pꝛepared themſelues to heare a ſtage play, 
which was then redy to be pꝛeſented. But Sinorix beyng able to 
play but one part, which was, of a pooze paſſionate louer, determined 
to goe foxwarde with the tragedy alredy begunne betweene Camma 
and him, and ſceing her ſet out ol her hulbandes ſight. placed him ſelfe 
by her, e entred into reaſoning with her, to this purpoſe. If fayze lady) 
this ſimple banquet had been ſo ſweete and pleaſaunt to your ſeemely 
ſelfe and the reſt; as your ſyght is delightfull to me, J am perſwadev 
you would not haue changed pour chcere fox Nectar and Ambroſia, 
which the Poctes fayne to be the foode of the Goddes : but ſeeyng 
there was no caule of delight in the one, and the other conteyneth that 
in it which may content the Goddes them ſelues, J ſhall deſyꝛe pou in 
good part to accept the one, and curteouſly to account me woꝛchy to in⸗ 


oy the other, And though J haue not herctofoze by dutiful ſeruice ma⸗ 


nifeſted vnto you the loyaltie of my loue, vet pf my pooꝛe hart coulde 
ſignilie vnto you the aſſaultes it hath ſuffered foꝛ your ſake, J doubt 
not but that you would confeſſe, that by foꝛce of loue J had woon pou, 
and were woꝛthy to weare you. Fo? albeit by humane lawes pour hul⸗ 
band onely haue intereſt in you: yet by natures lawes, which beyng 
moꝛe auncient, ought to be of moꝛe aucthoꝑitie, he ought to enioy you, 
which ioyeth moſt in you, which loueth vou beſt, and endurech moſt 
payne fox your ſake, And foz pꝛoofe of Natures lawes, it may plcaſe 
pou tu conſider the qualitie of the thee Wolfe, who almay choſech that 
Molfe fa her make, who is made maſt leane & foule by folowing her: 
beſides chat, my title marchech vnder the enſigne ok iuſtice, which is 
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à bertue geuyng to euery one accoꝛdyng to his deſert, and that the. 
deſert of loue, is only loue agayne, J knowe vou are not to knom: foꝛ 
al the goodes in the wozld are not able to requite good wyl, che one be⸗ 
lougyng to the minde, the other incident tothe body: but from the 
equitie of my canſe J appeale to pour good grace and fauoure, and at 
the bar of pour beautie J humbly hold vp my handes, meanyng to be 
tryed by pour curteſie # mine owne loyaltie, # minding to abyde your 
ſentence, either of conſent vnto life, oꝛ of deniall vnto death. Camma, 
hearing this diſcourſe, as ſoone looked red fo2 ſhame, as ſoone pale fo - 
anger, neyther would dildayne let her make hym anſweare, neyther 
would her griefe geue her leaue to hold her peace, but ſtanding awhile 
in a mazc betweene ſilence and ſaying, at length ſhe bꝛake of the one, 
and burſt out into the other, in this ſort, 

It (Sir) your banquet had been no better, then this your talke is 
pleaſaunt to me, J am perſwaded the dyſhes woulde haue been taken 
whole from the Table without touching: but as the one was far better 
chen the company deſerued, ſo the other foz a far wooꝛſe woman might 
moze fitly haue ſerued: and if your fweete meate haue ſuch ſower ſauce, 
the next time pou ſende foꝛ me, I wyll make vou ſuch anſwere,as was 
made to Craterus the Emperour by Diogines, when he ſent foꝛ hym 
to make his abode with him in his Courte : who anſweared, he had ra⸗ 
ther be fed at Athens with ſalt, then liue witch him in al delicacie:ſo foz 
my part, J pꝛomiſe pon, J had rather be fed at home with bꝛead and 
water, chen pay ſs dearely fo2 daintie dyſhes. 

Touching the paynes you haue endured fo2 my ſake, J take your 
wooꝛdes to be as falſe towardes me, as vou would make my fayth to⸗ 
wardes my hulband. But admit they were true, ſeeing J haue not wil- 
lingly been the cauſe of them, J count not my ſelle bound in conſcience 
to counteruatle them, only I am ſoʒy they were not beſtowed on ſome 
moze woꝛchy pour eſtate, leſſe woꝛthy an honeſt name then mp ſelfe, 
which being p chteke riches J haue, I meane molt diligently to keepe, 
The intereſt which cauellingly you clayme in me, as it conſiffeth of 
falſe pꝛemiſes, ſo though the pꝛemiſes were true, yet the concluſion 
which vou inferre therof foloweth not neceſſarily : Foz were it ſo that 
your lone were greater towardes me then my hul bandes (which yon 
can not induce me to belecue) pet ſeeing my huſband by oꝛder of lawe 
hath firſt taken poſſeſſion of me, your title ſucceeding his, vour ſucceſſe 
and ſute muſt needes be cold e naught : foz as pour ſelſe ſay of lawes;

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ancthozitte Your Woluyſhe example, though it hewe pour Foxely 
bzapne, vet doth it infoxce no ſuch p2oofe to your purpoſe, but that by 
my fozmer reaſon it may be refelled, fo2 that the Wolfe is free from 
the pzoper poſſeſſion of any: but therein truely vou obſerue decorum 
very duly, in bling the example of a beaſt in ſo beaſtly a cauſe : foꝛ like 
pur pole, like pꝛooke, like man, like matter. Pour manly marching vn⸗ 
der the enſigne of Juſlite, yfReaſon be your captaine general to leave 
vou, J doubt not, but ſoone to turne to a retire: fox pf it be good wyll 
which vou beare me, J mult needes graunt yon duly deſerue the like as 
gayne:but when you are able to pꝛoue it good wyl to deflowze my cha⸗ 
ſtitie, to bereaue me of my good name, to diſpoyle me of mine honour, 
to catle me to tranſgrefle the bondes of honeſtie, to infringe my fayth 
towardes my hul band, to violate the ſacred rites of Matrimony. to pol⸗ 
kite the temple ofche Lozd, with other innumerable enozmities, when, 
J ſap, vou are able to pꝛoue theſe to pꝛoceede of good wpl, then wyl J 
wyllvngly yeelde conſent to your requeſt. But ſee the vnreaſonable⸗ 
neſſe of your ſuite: would you haue me in ſhewing curteſie to ward vou, 
eommit crueltie towards my ſellfe ꝛſhould J, extending mercy to pou, 
Ming my elle to miſcrie: ould I place pou in pleafurt, and diſplace 
imp ſelfe of all is ? foʒ what top can a woman inioy, hauing loſt her 
khaſtitie, which ought to be the Joy, Jewel, and Jem, ok al Gentlewo⸗ 
men ok my calling and countenaunce $ Pour appeale from pour owne 
tauſe to my curteſie, bemayech the naughtineſle thereof: fox if it be not 
yll, why ſtycke pou not to it: It it be good, why appeale you from it: 
But ſeeyng pou haue conſtituted me iudge in this cale, vou know it is 
not the part of a iudge to deale parcially, op to reſpoct the man mote 
then the matter, oꝛ to tender moe mine owne caſe then pour cauſe: 
therefoꝛe indifferently this ſentence definitiue J geue, I condemne you 
Hencefoozth to perpetuall ſilence in this ſuite, and that you neuer herc= 
after open your mouth herein, being a matter moſt vnſeemely foꝛ pour 
honour, and moſt pꝛeiudiciall to my honeſtie: and in abidyng this ſer⸗ 
tente (if vou tan he content with honclt amitie) foꝛ the curteſie which 
haue alwapes found at your handes, and fox the goodwyl which you 


pꝛetende to beare me, J pꝛomiſe you, vou ſhal inioy the ſecond place in 


my hart, and pou ſhal finde me friendly in al thinges, which eicher pou 
with reaſon can aſke, oꝛ I with honeſtie graunt. 

FDitotix hauing heard this Angel thus amiably pꝛonouneing theſe 
wozdes, was ſo wapt in admiration ot her wpſedome, und rauiſhed in 


tontemplatton ot her beaugie, that though ſye har not intoyned hy m co 


ſflence,, 
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Mence, vet had he not had a woꝛde to lay: and leaft his lookes myght 
bcway his loue, & his countenaunce dilcouer his caſe, he ſecretly and 
ſodayne iy withdꝛew him ſelfe into his chamber, to ſtudy what fare to 
ſet on the matter: caſting himſelfe vpon his bed, af er he had deeamed 
& whple vpen his dotyng deuiſes, at length he awaked out of his was 
ueryng thoughtes, and recouered the poſſeſſion of his ſenſes agayne: 
by which tyme the play was ended, and his gueſtes redy to depart. 
whercupon he was dꝛiuen to come fooxth of his chamber to take his 
leaue of them: and bydding his Miſtres good night, he gaue her ſuch 
à looke, that his very cyes ſcemed to pleade foz pitie, ſo that what his 
tongue durſt not, his cyes did. is gucſteg being gone, he diſpoſed him 
ſelfe to reſt: but louc ( which was then his good. maiſter) wylled hym 
other wyſe to imploy that night, which was, in examining perticular ly 
euery poynt of her anſwere, And though the firſt part ſcemed ſomwhat

fo2 J haue been alwayes ſecled in this opinion, that the moꝛe hard the 
fight is, the moze haughtie is the conqueſt, and the moze doubtfull the 
battayle, the moze doughtie the victoꝛie. And as it is not the part of 
A polytike Captapne to put him ſelfe in peryll, without hope ol pay, 
02 pꝛayſe: ſo to winne the bulwarke of your Bꝛeſt, J count it a moꝛe 
rych booty, then Cæſar had in ranſackpng ſo many Cities, and a moze 
rare ꝑꝛayſe then euer Alexander had in nnn,

And though my pꝛelumption may ſeeme great, in pꝛactiſing on one of 
ſo high a callyng as your ſweete ſelfe, vet ſeeing in al degrees of frind⸗ 
ſhip, equalitie is chicfly conſidered, J truſt you wyll cleere me of crime 
that way:neither would J, you ſhould thinke my flight ſo free to ſtoupe 
at euery ſtale, Fo2 as the haughty Mauk wyl not pꝛay on carion:ſo nei⸗ 
ther will courtly ſilkes pꝛactiſe country ſluts. But becaule J know þ 
to be in you, which boch concerneth my callyng, & conlenteth with my 
fancy, J haue choſen you fo the goddeſſe of my deuotions, humbly be⸗ 
ſeeching you with pitie to heare the pzayers, which J with paine poure 
fooꝛch beloze vou, chat it may not be ſayd, your name hath ben called on 
in vaine, whereby you may looſe that honoꝛ which other of duetie,+ J 
of deuotion do owe vnto you. The benefite which pou belkow on me. 
in graunting me ÿ lecond place in your hart, as J muſt acknowledge, 
though ſomwhat vnthankfully, ſo muſk J craue a greater, though ſom⸗ 
what impudently: foꝛ ſceing my whole hart and body are yours, me 
thinkes a peece of pour hart is apooze peece of amendes. May the 
matter vpꝛyghtly, conſider my caſe courteouſly, and take compaſlton 
on me ſpeedyly.

Camma hauing receiued and read this letter, was aſſailed diucrſly, 
ſometime with ſoꝛow, in thinking on » time the firlt ſaw him, oꝛ he her, 


ſometime wich repentance ot her foꝛmer pꝛomiſe made him, ſometime 


with pitit on his part, ſometime w pietie on her owne: but at length pt- 
etie vanquiſhed pitie, cauſed her to lend this rough reply to his letter. 

The litle account vou make of me and my good wyl, J perceyue by 
the litle care vou haue to ſatiffie that which J gaue you in charge. ou 
would yll haue done as the knight Virle dyd, who at the comniaunde- 
ment ot his lady Zilia fozbare the vſe of his tongue, c remained dumbe 
the terme ofthiee peeres. But as vou ſubtilly thinke to diſcharge your 
ſelle of my charge, by wayting, and not ſpeaking, ſo by wzyting J ſim⸗ 
ply do you ta vnderſtand, that from hencefooꝛtch pou looke fo2 no moꝛe 
at my handes then at a ſtrangers, I wyl not ſay an enimies:foꝛ ſeeing 
my pꝛomiſe was but vpon condition, the condition beyng bzoken, my 
pꝛomiſe is voyd. And ſeeing you haue plaide pelting merchant ventu⸗ 
rer, to haʒard that xood wil e credite you had with me, to get moꝛe, the 
tempeſt ol my iuſt diſpleaſed minde hath dꝛiuen your ſuite againſt the 
rough rockes of repulfe, and you haue made ſhypwꝛacke of all: your 
coʒagious perſiſting in your purpoſe, pꝛouech you rather a deſperate 
lot, chen adiſcreece ſouldter:fo2 to hop agaynſt the hyl, x ſtriue agatuſt 
che ſtreame, hath euer been counted extr eame folly: your valiant ventu⸗ 
ryng 
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of ring fo2 a pjap of value, pꝛoceedes rather of couetouſncs then of cou⸗ 
D- rage, fo; the valiant ſouldter ſecketh glozy,not gayne: but therein you 
ne may be moꝛe fitly reſembled to the Caterpiller, which cleaueth only ta 
pe good Fruite: oz to the Moth, which molt of all catech the beſt Cloath: 
th o2 to the Canker, which commonly bycedeth in the faxꝛeſt Role: oz to 
5 the Molfe, which by his wyl, wyl kil the katteſt Sheepe. The equalitie 
1p which pou pzetende to be betweene vs, is altogeathcr vnequall: fox 
e⸗ both pou exceede me in degree, and J extell you in honeſtie, ſo that nei⸗ 
re ther in calling noz qualitie, there is any cqualitie betweene vs, Where- 
n as you haue choſen me foz your goddelſe, I beſcech pou ſuffer me to re- 
I maine an earthly creature, ſerue pou that God which can bꝛidle pour 
2 wanton deſires, and geue pou grace to geue your neighbours lcaue to 
2 liue honeſtly by you: Leaſt you take his name in vame, who wyl verilp 
i⸗ punyſh pour vanitie at the length, though oz a tyme he ſuffer pou to 
e wallow in pour wickednefle , Foz it is the pzudent policie of God, to 
e ſuffer the ſinful long time to ſwim in their ſinne, to make their finking 
n mote ſoꝛomtull, by theyꝛ ſodaine ſhꝛinkyng from pꝛoſperitie to aduers 
ſitie: Foz aduerſitie is cuer moſt bitter vnto him, who hath long tyme 
5 lyued in pꝛoſperitie, neyther mulk you thinke that that which is deer 
red, is taken away. Fo2 as your ſelfe, o any other that oweth monep, 
chough you deferre your creditour fo2 a time, vet you defraude him not 
altogeather of his due: ſo,though God take dayes with pot for a time, 
pet aſſure pour ſelfe he wyll pay pou at the length, yea, and perchaunce 
with large vſurte;beſives the due debt. Foz as a Hauke, the higher pitch 
the flyech from the ground, with the moze foꝛce the ſtoupech downe 
vpon her pꝛav, and can the moze eaſily tommaunde it, oz as a ſtroke oz 
blow, che higher it is lyſted, che heauier it lightes : ſo Gods vengeance 
che longer it is deferred, the moze it is to be feared , And this good 
counſell cake ot me, as the laſt bencfite which pou ſhall euer receiue at 
mp handes, Yours nothing at al, Conſtantino Camma. 

Sinorix hauing ſeene this rigoꝛous reſolution of his miſtres, went 
another way to wozke, he ſubozned an olde woman of the Citie, well 
ſeene in ſolicityng ſuch ſuites, to goe vnto her, c pzeſent her from him 
with many rich ie wels, all which (he wylled her to tell) he would wyl⸗ 
ung ly beſtow foz one ſimple conſent of her good wyl. The old woman 

hauing done his ſhamefull meſſage without ſhame, ſayd of her ſelfe in 
this ſoꝛt. Durelp miſtres Camma, if the experience which olde peerrs 
haue geuen me, myght ctaue credite fo2 the counſell which Jſhal gene 
pou, I wouldc not wpthe you ta — 3 of ſuche a one as 
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Sinorix is, who is able to fyll your purſe with pearles, and fulfyll you 
with pleaſure euery way: neither is it wyſedome foz you to ſpend your 
golden peeres but in golden pleaſure, and not to be tyed to one dyet, 
which bzingeth facictie and lothſonmeſle, but to haue choyce of change, 
which bꝛeedeth appetite and luſtineſſe. 

The chaſte eares of Cammanot able to endure this courle diſcourſe, 
ſhe cut of her ghoſtly counlayle with thele cuttyng woꝛdes. Gentlewe⸗ 
man, yt you were indued with as many good conditions, as vou haue 
Ipued yecres , you woulde neuer haue vndertaken ſo ſhamefull a meſ- 
ſage, and were it not moze fo; reuerence of pour preres, chen refpect of 
pour arrant, I would make your filthy trade ol life ſo famous, that vou 
ſhould euer hereafter be aſhamed to ſhew your face in any honeſt com⸗ 
pany. What, doo you thinke, though money can make you a Baude, 
that it can make me an Harlot; and though you foꝛ gainc flee no filthy⸗ 
neſſe, that J foꝛ glozy folowe no faythfulneſſe, eyther towardes my 
ſpouſe and huſband, eyther towardes my Lozd and GOD: Do vou 
iudge me ſo couetous of coyne, oꝛ lo pꝛodigal of mine honoꝛ, that to get 
the one, J wyll looſe the other ©2 doth he that ſent pou thiake ſo ab⸗ 
tectly of me, chat gayne may mote pꝛeuaile with me then good wil, mo⸗ 
nep moze then a man, coyne moꝛe then curtelie, Jewels moze then gens 
tleneſſe, Pearles moze then perils and paynes which he hath endured 
foꝛ my ſake: No let him vnderſtand, if any thing could haue cauſed me 
to ſwarue from my duetie, loue, not luker ſhould haue alured me therto. 
But as J am fully reſolued, fapthfully to keepe my vowe and pꝛomiſe 
made to my huſbande, lo J beſeech him not to beſfow any moꝛe labour 
in attempting that, which he ſhall neuer attayne vnto: foꝛ beko2e this 
my reſolution ſhalbe reuerſed, he ſhal ſee the diſſolution of my body in⸗ 
to duſt. But yl he wyl not thus geue ouer his ſuite, he wyll cauſe me to 
make choſe pꝛiuy to his dealing, who wyl make him alhamed of it: and 


for pour part, pou may packe you hence with this your traſh and trum⸗ 


perie, to thole which meaſure their honour by the pꝛice of pꝛofite, and 


their glozp by the guerdon of gayne. This honeſt woman being gone 
away with a flea in her eare, Camma began to thinke on the matter 


with aduiled deliberation, and entred into reaſonyng with her ſelfe in 
this ſozt. ; 


hat fearefull follie is this in me to contemne the friendſhyp of ſo 


great a Loꝛd as Sinorix is, whom the greateſt Lady in this land would 
- willingly receyue fozhuſvand,and yet Jrigoꝛouſſy refuſe fox ſeruant: 
{What is that honour whereupon J ſtand ſo tkiflys Shall it not rather 


encreaſe 
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that chaſtitic which J ſeeke ſo charily to keepe% doo not ſome men ſap, 
that women alwayes lyue chaſtly penough, ſo that they line charily pc- 
noughtthat is, ſo that they conuey their matters ſo couertly, that their 
doinges be not commonly knowne,foz other wile, to incontinency were 
added impudencie: like wyſe, foꝛ a woman to enter into conuerſation 
with a ralcall of no reputation, can nat be but a great blemyſhe to the 
bꝛyghtneſſe of her name (fo2 a foule adulterer, is euer wozte then the 
adultery it ſelfe) and is it not a great ligne ſhe greatly loathech her hul⸗ 
bande, when ſhe likech one better, which is cuery way woꝛſe: but to 
haue a fricnde of reſeruation, whole very countenaunce may credit her 
hul band, me thinkes cannot be great diſhonour to cyther the one oz the 
other, What diſhonour was it (J pꝛay ou) to Helen, when the left her 
hul band Manelaus and went with Paris to Troy? Did not the whole 
gloʒy of Greece, to her great glozy,goe in armes to fetch her agayne: 
And ik ſhe had not been counted a peece of pʒzice, oꝛ ił᷑ by that fact ſhe 
had defacedher honour, is it to be thought the Grecians woulde haue 
continued ten peeres in warre continually to win her agayne $ But to 
leaue honour and chaſtitie, and come to tommoditie and ſafetie 4 what 
do J know what perils wyl folow of this repulſe ?: It is likely Smorix 
wyll put vp this repꝛoch paciently : May J not iuſtly looke to haue 
his loue turned to hate, and that he wyll eyther by tyzrannous meanes 
ſeeke the ſubuertion of my hul band, and his whole houſholde. either by 
treacherous meanes wonke the auerthꝛowe of me and my good name: 
Fox the firſt, kdwarde à king of England may ſerue fo) an example, 
who when the Counteſſe of Saliſbury would not conſent to content 
his incontinent deſire, he ſo raged agaynſt her parentes and friendes, 
that the father was foꝛced to perſwade his owne daughter to folly, and 
the mother as a baude to pꝛoſtitute her to the kinges luſt, and bing her 
to his pꝛiuie chamber. Foꝛ the ſecond, the Earle of Pancaliar may ſerue 
to) teſtimonie, who when the Duchelſe of Sauoy would not yeelde to 
his laſciuious luſt, wwought ſuch wyles, that ſhe was condemned fox. 
adultcrie , and tudged to ſuffer moſt ſhamekull death by burnyng. 
Now to pꝛeuent either ofcheſe perils, it liech in my power:and ſecing : 
of cuyls the leaſt is to be choſen, I thinke it better then to haz arde life. 
lpuyng, oꝛ good name, to looſe that which ſhalbe no great loſſe to my 
huſhaiid oꝛ my ſclfe:fo2 as the Sun though it ſhine on vs here in Italy, 
pet it geueth light likewiſe to thoſe that are in England & other places, 
02 as the Sea hach fyſhe {oz euery man, oz as one good dy ſhe ol meate 

C. it, may 


* 
encreaſe myne honour, to haue ſo honourable a ſeruaunt ꝛ And what is 
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may wel ſufficetwo perſons very .hungry:l(s is there that in mo 
wherewith Sinnatus may be ſatilfied, and Sinorix ſuffiſed. And this 
incozageth me thereto,the rather,foz that J ſee by experience in moſt of 
mp neighbours, that thoſe are euer moſt made of by their huſvandes, 
who that way deale molt falſly with their huſbandes. Belives that, hom 
openly ſo euer they deale in thele affayꝛes, their huſbandes neuer heare 
of it, though they do heare of it, yet wyl they not hearken vnto it: and 
though they do in a maner ſee it, yet wil they not beleeue it:and though 
they do beleeue it, vet wyl they loue them the better, to haue them leaue 
it the ſooner. Agayne, what knowe J whether my huſbande deale 
falſely with me, and row in ſome other ſtreame, which if it be ſo, J ſhal 
but ſaue his ſoule in paying his debtes, and exerciſe the vertue ot iuſtice 
in requiting lyke foz lyke , And touching coxruptyng of my chyldꝛens 
blood, I thinke it made moze noble, in participating with a blood moze 
noble then my huſbandes is, But canſt thou harlot call him huſhande, 
whom thou meaneſt ſo wickedly to betray $ Am J in mp wittes to vle 
theſe witleſſe woꝛdes: Is it my mouth chat hach vtteredthis blaſphemp% 
q was it the deupll within me that deliuered ic foozth $ No, vf J were 
gyltie but in thought hereto, J would reſtoꝛe the fault with criminall 
penance, yea pf I felt any part in me apt to any ſuch cuyl, I would cut 
it ot, foz feare of infecting the reſt of the body. Good God, whither now 
is honour fled, which was euer wont to be the faireſt flower in my gar. 
land * Whither now is chaſtitie chaſed, which hach been alwayes the 
chiefeſt ſtay of my ſtate : Shall the ſunne of my ſhynyng lyfe be now 
eclipſed with an act ſo filthy, that the very remembyaunce thereof is no 
leſſe greeuous then death: Wihy,was Helen fo; all her heauenly hew, 
any other accounted then a common harloez and was it not onely to be 
reuenged on her and her champion Paris, that the Grecians continued 
their ſiege ſo long: And touching the inconueniences J may incur by 
this refuſal,is any euyl wozſe then diſhoneſty : Is there any thing to be 
fled moxc then offence : Js not the loſle of goodes leſle, then of ones 
good name ? Is not an honourable death, to be pꝛeferred befoze an infa- 
mous lyfe : And touching the Countelle befoze rehearſed, had ſhe euer 
married wich the king, if ſhe had not continued in her conſtancie to the 
ende ? And fox the Ducheſſe of Sauoy, what hurt ſuſteyned ſhe by that 
falſe accuſation; Did it not make her gloꝛy c vertue ſhew moꝛe ſplen⸗ 
dently to the whole woꝛld: Pes no doubt of it. Fo? like as ſtreames the 
moꝛe pe ſtop them, the hygher they flow, & trees the moze ye lop them, 
the greater they growe, oz as ſpices, the moze they my” 
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ſweeter ſent they bume dich m es the hearke Camarnle, the mopeis 
troden downe, the moze it ſp2cadeth abjode 5 vertue and honeſtie, the 
mo2e it is ſpited,the moe it ſpzouteth and ſpzingeth:fo2 honour euer is 
the rewarde of vertue, & doth accompany it as duly as the havow doch 
— — — 
his bꝛightnes, though we ſee it not: ſo vertue, chough it be dimmed with 
deuylliſh deuices, pet it keepeth her power and ſtrengch till, chough to 
vs it ſeeme vtterly to be extinguiſhed:ſo that ſo long as J remaine vers 
tuous & honeſt, I neede not — on 
nile agaynſt me. No, no, deare —— not by my meanes be 
ſuſpected to be baſtardes, neither wil J make chee weete huſband, alha⸗ 
— — —ñ—ñ4 — — 
derſtand the villanie which that biper Sinorix ind fo doo thee. 
And chall Ideale ſo fondly in deede : Is not the reputſe puniſhment ye- 
nough, vnleſle I bewzap his doinges to my huſband, @ ſo pzocure him 
further diſpleaſure: Mea, I might therby be occaſion to ſec them togea⸗ 
ther by the eares, whereby it might fall out (as the cuent of battel is al- 
wayesdoubtful)that my huſband might be hurt, oz ſlayne, and then the 
common repoꝛt woulde be (as the people are — ſpeake the 
wont) that J, being an yll woman, had conſpired his confuſion, and ſec 
Smorix to flea him. And though no ſuch thyng — (as God foz- 
bid it ſhould) pet this at leaſt J ſhould be — — 


band euer after would be ielous ouer me, and right careful would he be 


to keepe that which he ſawe others ſo bulũy to ſeeke . And (ſuch is the 
malice ofmen)perchauncehe would iudge ſome light behautour in me, 
to be the cauſe that incouraged Sinorix to attempt my chaſtitie. Fo2 
men haue this common opinion among them, that as there is no \moke 
but where chere is ſome fyxge, ſo ſeldome is there any feruent loue, but 
where there bach ben ſome kindnes ſhewed to kindle ons deſire, Moꝛe⸗ 
ouer,this toy may take him in the head, that it is a pꝛactiſe betweene vs 
two to pꝛeuent ſuſpition, æ cloke our loue, æ wich the firme perlwalton 
of my inuincible chaſtitie, to lul him alleepe in ſecuritie,# then moſt to 
deceiue him, when he leaſt ſuſpecteth guile: and if at any time he heare 
of it by other, I may ſtop his mouth with this, chat J my ſelfe told him 
of it, which if J had ment to deale falſly with him, J woulde not haue 
done: yea what know J whether he wyl like the better o; wozle of me, 
fo2 bꝛeeding ſuch a bees neſt in his bzayne : Laſtly, J ſhould derogate 
much from mine owne vertue, and in a maner aceule my ſelfe of pꝛone⸗ 
nelle to fall that way, as * J were 2 yenough * 
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ſtand his allaultes, without che alſiſtaunce of my huſband, Yes God, in 
whom J| repoſe my truſt, ſhall foxtifie me agaynſt the fur ie of my foes, 
and geuc me grace with wiſcvome to eſcape his wyles,wtth charineſſe 


. to elchewe his charmes, and with pietie to reſiſt his pꝛauitie. 


No to returne to Sinorix, ſo ſoone as that olde Pandarina had 
related vnto him at large the anſweare of his Miltres, he fell from the 
place he ſate, flat vpon the ground, and lay in a traunce a great whyle: 
and nom thoſe ſparkes which befoze loue had kindled in him, were wich 
continuall ſighes ſo blowen, as it were wich a payꝛe of bellowes, that 
they hake fooꝛth into fierie flames, and that which befoze was fancte, 
was now turned to furie: foꝛ being come to hym ſelfe, oꝛ rather being 
quite paſt him ſelle, with ſtaring loo kes, pale countenaunce, with ſierie 
eyes, with gnaſpyng teeth, with tremblyng tongue, in rage he roared 
foorth thele woꝛdes. 

And ſhall I chus be fruſtrate of my deſire: ſhall J with woꝛdes and 
wotkes, with papers and pꝛeſentes, purſue the good wyll of a daintie 
dildayning dame, and teceiue but labour feꝛ my loue,andgriefe foꝛ my 
good wyl: But ah franticke foole, why do J in my rage, rage agaynſt 
her who is the molt fapze and rurteous creature vnder heauen ? No, it 
is that churle Sinnatus that ſoweth che ſcede of my ſoꝛowe, it is his 
ſeueritie tawardes her that canſcth her crueltic towards me, the feare 
he hath of him, is the cauſe ſhe darcth not take compaſſion on my paſs 
Hons, And ſhall he ſwim in bliſſe, and J lye dꝛencht in deepe diſpayꝛe: 
Shall he be ingoꝛged with pleafure,and J pine away in paync: Mo, J 
wyll make him feele that once, which he maketh me fecle a thoulande 
times a day, And hercvpon determined with himſelfe, by ſome meancs 
92 other, to pꝛocure the death of Sinnatus, thynking thereby the ſooner 
to obteyne his purpoſe of his wyfe. And callyng vnto hym onc of his 
ſwearing ſwaſhbuckler ſeruantes, he layd befoꝛe him ů platfozme of his 
purpole, told him plainely, if he would ſpcedtly diſpatch $innatus out 
ofthe way, he would geue him a thouſand crownes in his purle, to kepe 
him in an other Countrey. Pis ſeruant, though altogeather paſt grace, 
yet fo2 faſhion ſake began to aduiſe his maiſter moꝛe wiſely, ſaving. 

Foz mine owne part it maketh no matter, foz an other Countrey is 
as good foꝛ me as this, and J count any place my Countrey, where J 
may liue wel, x wealthyly: but, foꝛ vout part it behooucth por to looke 
moꝛe warely to pour ſelfe, fo that ycur loue towardes Camma ts kno⸗ 
wen to diuers of this Citie, by reaſon whercof, if J ſhould commit any 
ny 1 it mult ncedes be chought chat you muſt needes be gay 

ereto, 
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thereto, which wyll turne, though not to your death, fo that none hath 
aucthozitic aboue you, to exccute the rig our of the lawes vpon you, pet 
to your vtter ſhame and repꝛoch it can not but conuert. | 
Tulh ( ſaych his maiſter) the caſe is light, where counſaple cantake 
place:what calkeff thou to me of ſhame, that am by iniurious & ſpiteful 
dealing depꝛiued the vie ofreaſon, and diſpoſſeſſed of my wits and ſen- 
ſes : Meither am I the firſt that haue playcd the like part. Lid not Da- 
uid the choſen ſeruant of God, beyng blaſted wich the beautie of Ber- 
ſabe, cauſe her huſband V rias to be ſet in the fozefront of the battaile to 


be ſlayne, which done, he married his wyle: And why is it not lawfull 


Foz me to do the like: But J know the woꝛſt of it, if thou wylt not take 
it vpon thee, I wyl either do it my ſelfe,o2 geat ſome other that ſhal. 

The man ſeeyng how his maiſter was bent, both to ſatiſfte his 
minde, æ to gayne ſo great a ſumme of money, pꝛomiſed to perfourme 
his charge: which with opoztunitie of tyme and place he did, And ſee⸗ 
ing dinnatus on a tyme ( in yl tyme) paſſing thoꝛo w a blinde lane ofthe 
Citie, he ſhzowded hym ſelfe in a coꝛner, and as he came by, ſhothym 
thoꝛow with a Piſtoll: which done, he fooꝛchwith fled the Countrey, 
Cammahearing of the cruel murder ofher huſband,and by the circum⸗ 
ſtances, knowing Sinorix to be the authour thercot, tearing her heare, 
ſcratching her fare, and heating her body agaynſt the ground, ſo ſoone 
as che fluddcs of teares had flowen ſo long that the fountayne was dp, 
fo that her ſpeech might haue paſſage, which befoze the teares ſtopped, 
ſhe began to cry out in this careful manner. 

O God, what vniuſtice is this, to ſuffer the carth to remayne pol⸗ 
Iuted wich the blood of innocentes : Diddeſt thou curſe Cain fo; Kyl⸗ 
Iyng his bzother Abel? and wilt thau not crucifte Sinorix for fleapng 
Sinnatus? Is thy hart nom hardened that thou wylt not, oz are thy 
handes now weakned that thou canſt not pꝛeſerue thy ſeruantes from 
the ſlaues of Sathan : It there be no ſafcty in innocencie, wherein ſhal 
we repole our ſelues: If chou be not our pzotectoz, who ſhal defend vs? 
If the wycked vanquyſh che vertuous, who ſhall ſet fooꝛth thy honour 
and gloꝛyꝛoꝛ who wyll ſo much as once cal vpon thy name: But what 
meane J wꝛetched wyght to exclayme againſt God, as the aucthour of 
my euyl, whereas it is oncly my ſelfe that am guyltie of my hulbandes 
death $ It is J thet pampzed Ii my beautie, to make it gliſter in the 
ſyght of euery gazyng eye, in the thꝛtleſſe thieede whereof this 
Tirant was intang led, that to vnwinde him ſelfe chereout, he hath 

wꝛought all this miſchiefe. It is I chat would not — 
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tu my hulbande, whereby he mpght haue yzeutnted the perpUl which 


hung ouer his head. And ſeeing J haue ben the cauſe of his death,ſhall 


 F(being amurderer) remapne alpue : Did Alcione, ſeeing the dead 


tarkaſſe of her huſhand Ceix caſt on ſhoze, willingly caſt her ſelfe into 


"the Sea to accompany his death: And ſhall J ſe my ſweete Sinnatus 


flapne, and not dꝛinke ofthe ſame cup $ Did true Thiſbe goare her 
gozgeous body with the ſame lwoꝛde wherewith pzincetÞ Þiramus 
hav puckt gim ſelfe to che hart: And are not my handes ſtrong enough 
to do the lykeꝛ Did lulietta dye vpon the conpes of her Romeo? Aud 
ſhall my body remapne on carth, Sinnatus being buried? No, gentle 
death come with thy vyyefull dart, and pearce mp papneful hart, c with 
one death, ryd me out of a thouſand deathes at once, Foz what thought 
vo I thinke on mp Sinnatus, which doch not pꝛocure me double death: 
What ching do J ſee belonging to him, which is not a treble toꝛment 
vnto me: But it is cowardlineſle to wyth fo death, and couragiouſnes 
valiancly to take it. es, I can wyl beſtowe mp lyfe foꝝ mp Sinnatus 
ſweete lake. But O God,ſhal that Tirant remayne alpueto triumphe 
in his trcachery,and vaunt in his villany*Shal I not ſee his fatal day, 

final ende: It is his blood that wyl be a moſt ſweete ſacrifice 


tothe ghoſt of mp Sinnatus, not myne: and then can J ende my lyfe 


contentedly,when I haue offered vp this acceptable facrifice,mv vntyl 
ſuch tyme as I haue opoztunitie hereto, J wyll pꝛolong mp dolefull 
dayes in dirrfull greefe, and onely the hope of reuengement, ſhall hes-

Progne hearing the earneſt ſuite of this ꝛince and ſeeing nothing 
in him to be milliked, conſidering alſo what haſt his requeſt required, 
ftoodnot von the mice tearmes of her birginitie, but wich a reuerenee

thuig at my hands laſciuiauſly,honeſtie wil not allow it, whoſe bonds 
A meane not to tranſgrelle:t᷑ it pou dame þ honoꝛ.to purſuꝛ my good 
mill in che wap o mariage . perthaunte my parents will not permit is, 
who only hach power tu place me at their plegſure. Da that as the one 
halke and moytie ofme is not mine, ſo the other part ik pour goodwyU 
be as great as you pꝛetend, ſhalbe ours. Pꝛeſentiy vpon this hee pꝛe⸗ 
ferred his ſuite ta her parents, who were no leſſe glad ol ſuch a Sunne 
in law, then he ol ſuch a wife: And la out of hand p mariage with great 
ſolemnitie was celebꝛated. Which done, he iopfully departed from his 
F020wful father in law, & in ſhoꝛt time ſafely landed 1 his wife in bis

The old 
man was aſſayled with great ſozrow,cothinkehee muſt part from bis 
faire Philomela, che oneip ſap andcomfazcof his olde yeeres: but 
Tereus intreated ſo earneſtly, chat hee coulde not denie bim ealily, and 
Philomela was ſo deſirous to ſee ber ſiſter. chat had ſa louingly ſent fo2 
ber, that ſhee hung about her fathers necke, kit bim, and vſed all che 
flacteries che could, to foꝛce him to yeelde his conſent to her departure.

But like a ſim⸗ 
ple mau, he tommittev che ſeely ſheeye to che rauening Wolfe, Nay, 
chere was neuer blooddy Tiger that did ſo terribly trare the little 
Lambe, as this tyꝛant dis furiouſly fare with faire Philomela. Forbes 
ing in ſhip togecher, he begã filthilie to fire his fancie vpõ her, e caſting

Pe ſeemes of the ſeede of Theſeus,who 
left Ariadne in the deſartes to be deuoured;thzough whoſehelpe hee 
ſubdued the Ponſter Minotaure, and eſcaped out ofthe intricate La- 
birinth. Ne tommeth ot᷑ Nero his cruell kinde, who carnally abu 
ſed his owne mother Agrippina, and then cauſed her to be flaine and 
ripe open that he might ſee the place wherein he lape beeing an In⸗ 
faut in her belly. So that what fruites but filthineſſe is to be ga⸗ 


thered of ſuch grafces : What boughes but beaſtlineſſe growe out of

Now to further her furie, ſhe had this oppoꝛtunitie offeredher, Tt 
was the ſame time ofthe peere that the ſacrifices of Bacchus were to 
I celebꝛated, what time the vſe was'foz the womento goe about the 
reuntrey dilguiſed, as ithey had bin mad: wheruponthe Queene toke 
4 traupe of women with her. and gat to the grange where Philomela 
Was, bꝛake open the daozes, & bought her home with her to her Pa⸗ 
lace, there they two, the one with lignes, and the other with woꝛds, 
entted into conſultation how to be reuenged on the treechery of Te- 
reus. And ſurelp, if a man be diſpoſed to do his enimie a diſpleaſure in 
deede, ikhe follow mp counlaile, let him follow the counſaile of a wo⸗ 
man, nap all the Deuils in Pell coulde not ſo haue toꝛmented Tereus 
as they did: o that J chinke your ſelues wil ſay her furie exceeded his 
follp, and her ſeueritie in puniſhing, his truelcie in offending, Foz he 
had by her one only ſweet ſonne, named Itys. My tõgue is not able ta 
tell, my hart rendes in twaine to thinke, chat a reaſonable creature 
ſhould forage in rigour, that a woman ſhoulde ſo want compaſſion, 
that a mother ſhould woꝛke ſuch miſchiefe to her owne childe.

wiſe Agaue helped to teare in peeces her owne ſon Penthey , fo: that 
he wold notdohono! to the god Bacchus: but fo a mother to murder. 
to mangle, to make mans meat of her owne child, being an innocent, 
an infant that neuer did o2 thought amiſle, who euer heard any thing 
moꝛe monſtrous in nature, moꝛe beaſtiy in tirannp, oꝛ moze bloody in 
trueltie? Fo: marke the manner of this murder: as her ſiſter and ſhee 
ſate in her pꝛiuy chamber meditating of this miſchieke, in came Itys, 
the pꝛety elfe, beyng two oz chee peeres ol age, and ſeeing bis mother 
ſic ſadly, ſaid vnto her, Mam how dooſt why dooſt weepe? and cooke 
her about che necke and kiſt her, ſaying, J wil go cal my Dad to come 
and play wich chee, But ſhe like a tyzannous Tyger flong him from 
her, ſaymg, a way impe of impiety, how like thy father thou art, not 
onely in fauour, but in flactery alſo: F will make thee make thy Dad 
ſpoꝛte ſhoxtely, The infant role againe, and came running dugling to 
her ſaping,TUhy doo you beate me, mam? J haue learned my On

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erofe to day, ſo I haue, and my father ſayth he wyll buy me a golden

Mho after he had fiercely ked on mne 
fleſh, and filled his belly with his owne bowels, he alked for his Iytle 
ſonne Itys. The Queene anſweared: why, doo you not ſee him? Jam 
ſure you feele him. And as he ſtared about the chamber to haue ſeene 
hym, out ſtept Philomela from behynd a cloth of Arras, and ſtang che 
childes head in che fathers face: whereby hee knewe what banquet de 
had been byd to, and ſo ſdone as his lenles were come to hym; whith 
that ſower ſight had taken away, hee dꝛew his Napier, and thou ght ke 
haue offered vp the blood of his wife & her ſiſter foz a ſacrifice vnto his 
ſonne:but they fled'from him, and as Ouid repozteth, were turned into 
Byꝛds: meaning, chey were notwoozthy humane ſhape, oz the vſe of 
realon, which were ſuch cruel monſters, altogether deuoyde of ruch 


reaſon. It were hard here Gentlewomẽ fo} pou to geue ſentente, whs 


moze offended of the huſband oꝛ the wyfe. ſeeing the dooinges of both 
the one and the other were in the higheſt degree ok dyueliſhneſſe : ſuch 
vnbꝛydled luſt and beaſt ly cruelty in him, ſuche monſtrous milchiefe 
and murder in her: in him ſuch treaſon, in her ſuch trecher ye: in hyn 

ſuch falſeneſſe,in her ſuch furiouſneſle : in him ſuch deupliſh defire,'in 
her ſuch reuengefullire:inhim ſuch hellyſh heate, in her ſuch haggich 
hate: that J thinke them both woozthy to bee condemned to the molk

Sermanicus likewiſe, his Miſtres beeing gone, gate him to his 
chamber, to entertaine his amozous conceites: and be ing alone, bꝛake 
fe th into theſe woꝛdes, O freendly foztune, if continuaily hereafter 
tyou fur iouſly frowne vpon me, vet ſbal I al the dayes bf my like count 
my (elfe bound vnto thee, foꝛ the only pleaſure which this day thou haſt 
done me, in giuing me occaſion oftalke with her, whoſe Angels vopce 
made ſuch heauenly harmony to my heaup heart, that where befoge it 
was plunged in perplexitie, it is now placed in kelicitie, and where be⸗ 
foʒ it was oppꝛeſſed with care, it is now refreſhed wich comfozt. Yea, 
euer louely looke of her, is able to cure me, if 4 were in moſt deepe 
diſtreſſe ol moſt dangerous diſeaſe: cuery ſweet woꝛd pꝛocer ding from 
her ſugred lippes is of foꝛce to fetch me from death to life.

- Witch cheſe and ſuch lyke ſayinges,encouraging him ſelf, he pur⸗ 
'poſedco purſue his purpoſe , and failed not dayly to attend vppon his 
Piſtres with al duety and diligence, and * al occaſions he 1 
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to let her vnderſtand his loyal loue, and great good wil towardes het: 
which ſhe per ceiuing, diſdained not to acknowledge by her ampable x 
curteons countenance towardes him, where wich he helde him ſelfe as 
wel ſaciffied, as ik he had beene made Monarch or the whole woꝛlde.

nyofmen; Nay rather(ſaich hee) without receiuing their perfection 
frommen,accoming ta the opinion of Ariſtotle. But Madame, J 
dyd not pꝛoduce that example, as neceſſarie fa all to follow, hut as ꝑꝛo⸗ 
fitable to pꝛoue and ſhew, what courſe account they made of virginitie 
which you ſo highly eſteeme of, But to leaue particuler opinions, and 
come to generall conſtitutions + cuſtomes, I meane both naturall , hu⸗ 
mane,xdiuine lawes, e vou ſhal ſee them all to make againſt you.

ſeekes the locietie of the Bucke . Pea ik it would pleaſe your ſeemely 
ſelfe co enter into the conſider ation of pour owne nature, oꝛ if your 
curteſie would account mee wonthie co haus the examination of your 


e bugytkts pꝛetis chilvzen n J chinke pour pars⸗ 
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a ſlerp fozce of that naturall inclination whiche is in other creatures, 
which being ſo. you mult graunt to deale vunacurally in reſiſting that 
naturall motion, which cannot bee ill oz idle, becauſe nature hath plans 
ted it in you: Fo; God and nature doe nothing vainely z vilely, And 
in that ſome doe amille in rebelling agaynſt Nature, they} owne ſcrus 
pulous niceneſſe is the cauſe, when they will lay on them ſelues hea» 
uyer burdens then they are able to beare, andto refuſe to beare thoſe 
N which nature hath appoynted them to beare, which are but 
t. n ; 

3 talk pou Sy1(laith ſhe) ſo much of nature, and ok creatures 
without reaſon, as though we ought to follow either the inſtinct of the 
one, eyther the example of the other. J haue been alwayes taught, that 
reaſon is the rule to direct our doings by, and that wee ought to laye 
before, vs the actions of creatures indued with reaſon, to followe and 
imitate. Foz ił᷑ pou ſticke ſo ſtrictly to the example of reaſonles crea⸗ 
tures, vou ſhouldvſe the companie of women but once oꝛ twice at the 
moſt in the peere, as molt of them doe with their femals, whereto Jam 
ſure you would be loch to be tyed. 

Madame (ſayth hee) :a Gentlewoman of this citie hath anſwered

Pea, why not(ſapth he)otherwiſe you might generally take excep⸗ 
tion againſt the example of men, foꝛ that ſome men in ſome matters 
doe amille ; The good euer is to bee vſed, and che ill-refuſed. But 
to come to the doinges ol men, which pou ſeeme te deſire, Doeth 
not euery man, ſo ſoone as his daughter is arriued to rype yeeres, 
trauell to beſtowe her in marriage, whereby ſhe may inioy the fruites 
of loue, c participate with the pleaſures incident to chat eſtate:where⸗ 
by they plainely ſhew, that the cauſe why they beget them with plea» 
ſure, and bꝛyng them vp with paine, is to haue them enter into that 
trade of life, wherein not only themſelues may liue happily, aboun ; 
vyng in al pleaſure, but alſo by the kertil fruite oftheir body, make their 
mozeall parents immoftallichat when they with age ſhalbe waſted and 
WieheredaWay,theſeebeoffheirſeeve may begin greenely to growe, 
andflozyGingly to ſpꝛyng, to the great comfoit of both the father and 
daughter. oz whatpleaſure the Srandfather taketh in the ſpozting 
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ok her litle ſonne, vou ſoone ſhal perfectly percctue;tfic pleaſe you frees 
Tyco follow the friendly counſaile which J frankly pꝛeache vnto you. 
Foz doe pou chinke, ik virginitie were of ſuch vertue, that parentes 


woulde not rather payne them ſelues to keepe theyꝛ deare daughters 
modeſt maydes, then ſtraine themſelues and their ſubſtance to iopne 
them in lunos ſacred bond: Pes perſwade pour ſweete ſelfe, yf pour 
mother were fo perſwaded ſhe would rather locke pou vp cloſe in her 
cloſer, then ſuffer any to intoy the ſoueraigne ſight of pour bearttie,o2 
once aſpp2eto your ſpeeche, whereby pee might bee perſwaded to ſome 
other kinde of life. But ſhe experienced by peeres, knoweth beſt what 
is belt foꝛ your behoofe,and woulde you ſhould followe her example, x 
make no conſcience to looſe that, which ſhe her ſelfe hach loſt, which ex» 
cept ſhe had loſt, wee had loſt ſo rare a ie well as your ſeemely ſelt᷑ are: 


which what a loſſe had it bin to my ſelfe J dare not lay. leſt you ſhould 


count verttie vanitie, and truth crifling and flatterte. But to our pur⸗ 
pole, you perceine(as J ſaid)your parents pleaſed with the acceſſe of 
Gentlemen vnto pou, whereby pou may conceiue their minde is, vou 
ſhould actept ſuch ſernice as they pꝛoker, and partake with thoſe pleas 
ſures which they pꝛefer vnto pou, 855 
Why Syd (aith ſhee ) you altogether miſtake the meaning of men 
in this matter: foꝛ when fathers tender mariages to the ir daughters, 
it is not fo any mind they haue to haue them maried, but only foz feare 


leaſt they ſhould fall to folly other waies: fo knowing the ficklefrail- 


neſſe of pouth, and our pꝛocliuitie to pꝛauitie and wickedneſſe, chey pꝛo⸗ 
uide vs mariages, to pꝛeuent milchiefs: and ſeeing ok euils the leaſt is 
to be choſen, they count mariage a leſſe euill, then lighenes ok our like 
and behauiour. | 
Alas good Padame(ſaithhe)why doe ye ſomuch pꝛ ophane the ho⸗ 
Iy ſtate of wedlocke, as to count it in the number of euils? WMhereas 
the Gods themſelues haue entred into that ſtate, whereas Princes 
pleaſantly paſſe they time therein, whereas by it only mankind is pꝛe⸗ 
ſerued, and amitie and loue amongeſt men conſerued, ok the wozthines 


whereof, I am not woꝛthie to open my lips. 


Sy (ſaith ſhe) I ſpeake it not of my ſelfe, but acco ding to the opi⸗ 
nion of the moſt wiſe r learned Philoſophers that euer liued, among 
whom one Aminius ſo much milliked of marriage, that beeing de⸗ 
maunded why he would not marry : anſwered, Becauſe there were ſd 
many 83 incident to that eſtate, that the leaſt of them is 
able to ſlea a chouland men⸗ 1107 2 
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Germanicus and Agrippina. 
Mhy Padame (ſaich hee) you muſt conſider there is nothing in 
this mozcall life ſo abſolutely good and perfect, but that there bee ins 
conuentences, as well as commodities incurred thereby: by that 
-reaſon pou map take the Sunne out of the wozlde, fo that it parcheth 
the Sommers greene, and blaſteth a way the beautie of thoſe that blaſe 
theyꝛ face therein. But to leaue naturall and humane lawes, and 
come to diuine pꝛecepts, pꝛoceeding from Gods owne mouth: Doth 
not God ſap,. It is not good foꝛ man to liue alone, and therfoze made 
Eue foz an helper and comfozter 5 Likewiſe in diuers places of 
Scriptures he doth not only commende mariage to vs,ſaying'; Pari⸗ 
age, and the bedvndefiled, are bonourable: but alſo commandeth vs 
— ou ſhall foꝛſake Father aud Mother, and followe pour

Uby Spꝛ (ſaith ſhee) and doth not God ſapy, it is good foz a mau not 
ko touch a woman? and if thou bee vnmaried remaine ſo: Fut whp al⸗ 
leadge pou not this text, It is better to marry then to burne: wher by 
is plainely ſhewed, that mariage is but a mcane to medicine the bur⸗ 
ning in concupiſcence and luſt, and as J ſayd be foꝛe) of two cuils the 
leaſt, and cherefoze pꝛeferred. But becauſe we be entred into diuine mts 
ſteries, I couldrefer vou to a place of Scripture, where it is repoꝛted, 
chat in beauen Uirgins chiefly. ſerue God, and ſec foo2th. his glozte, 
And Mahomet the great Turke (who was in heauen) ſaythe, he ſaw 
chere Airgins, who if they iſſued fooꝛth ol heauen, would lighten the 
whole woꝛlde with their bzightneſſe,and ifchey chaunced to ſpit into þ 
Sea, they would make the whole water as ſweete as hony ; but heere

Belyke (ſaych hee) thoſe Uirgins bee like pour ſelfe, and then no

Naye Madane, ſay not ſo (ſapth hee) fo in that very peelding to 
pour opinion, J pꝛoued mariage better chen virginitie, fo? that it ts 
moꝛe common, neyther woulde J haue pou turne my ſilence in this 
matter into lacke of ſcience and knowledge, oz repꝛehende me, if J 
ſpare to intoꝛce furcher pzoofe in a matter ſufficiently pꝛoued alreadp, 
no moꝛe then you woulde rebuke a Spanniell, which ceaſſech to hunt 
when he ſeeth the Hauke ſeazed on che Partrydge. But pou mae 
(marueple Madame) what is the cauſe that maketh me perſwade you 
thus earneſtly to mariage, which as mine owne vn woꝛchineſle willeth

Atys ſportiyr 
after dieth,wheresf Admetus beeing - returneth with his 
wife. and is eftabliſhed in the kingdome, The deſtinies graunt him 4 
double dgte of life, if he can finde one to die for him, which Alceſt her 
ele perfanrmeth:for whoſe death Admetus meſt wofully lamenting, 
fue was efiſsones by Proſerpinareſtored to her life and lever againes;: 


riages are guided by deſtinie, and amongſt all che contracts whiche 
concerne the life of man, I thinke they onely be not in our own pꝛo⸗ 
wer oz pleaſure: whichmay plainely appeare by this, that when the 
choyce of ſuch mariages doth chaunce vnto vs, as wee our ſe lues can 
wiſh, when they may by their parents and friends countenance vs, by 
they downy and poꝛtion pꝛoſite vs, by they? perſon and beautcie pleas 
ſure vs, by their vertue and perfection euery way place va in paradiſe:

There raigned in the land of Libia one Atys, who had to hisneigh 
bour,moze neere then was neceſſary; one Lycabas Kyng of Aſſur.

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tenting themlelues with theit ont, incroched eche one vpon others 
right, and continued continuall warre one againſt the other. But at 
length Atys, whether he were weeried oz waſted wich war, oꝛ whether 
be had occaſion to beud his fozce ſome other wan. oz whether hee were 
diſpoſed to enter into league and amitie with his neighbours; J know 
not, but he ſent his swne ſonne Admetus to Lycabas to par lee at 
peace. Nom Lycabas eyther thinking he had hym at ſome aduautage, 
either not minding to put vpimurtes befaze receined, would accept no 
conditions of peace, but by Admetus ſent his father flat vefiance : So 
that the warre continued betweene them in as great rage, as it had 
done the foꝛmer time of their raigne. But pet hate cauſed not ſuche 
botſkirmiſhes betweene the parents, but chat loue foꝛted as fierce aſs 
ſaultes betweene the childzen. Foz it was lo, that Lycabas had a 
daughter named Alceſt, who what time Admetus was in her fathers 
Court to intreate a peace, chaunced out ot her chamber winde we to 
haue a ſighe ot him, and hee at the lame time happenedto inceunter a 
viewe of her. And as ſinalldzoppes e e 
as of little ſeedes growe great trees: ſo of this litle ĩoske and night, 
grew ſuch great loue and delight, chat death u ſelf could not diſſolue it. 
Foz as women be ok delicate and fine metal, and therefoze ſone ſubiect 
to loue, ſo Alceſt after this firſt ſight was ſo duer gone in goodwilto⸗ 
wardes Admetus, that ſhe fixed her only felicitie, in framing in her fan 
tie the fourme of his face, and pꝛinting in her hart the perfection ofhis 
perſon, And as noching bꝛeedeth bane to che body ſooner the trouble of 
mind: ſo ſhe perſeuered ſo long in ſuch penſiue paſlions, and carekul co⸗ 
gitations, chat her body was bꝛought ſo low koꝛ lack of che vle or llecy 
and meate, chat ſhe was faine to keepe her bed: and hy reaſon that ſhee 
touertly concealed her griefe, it burned fo furiouſly within her, that it 
hav almoſt cleane conſumed her away. Per father ſeeing her in this 
heaup caſe, aſſembled allthe learned phiſitions he could learn ok in the 
countrie,” who hauing ſeene her, were altogether ignoꝛant ol her diſ⸗ 
eale, ; were at cheir wits ende, what medicine to applyto her maladie. 
Some thoughtic a conſtumption, ſome a burning ftuer, ſome a melan⸗ 
choly hum, ſome vne thiug, ſome another. And her father examining 
ber how it held her, and what diſeaſe ſhe thought it ta be: ſheanſweres, 
that it was a ſickneſſe which it pleaſed God to ſend her, F that it was 
nut in the helpe ol Phiſicke to heale her, but her health was only to be 
had ne Sade hands. Now Admetus on the other ſive hauing che 
poker of many pꝛinces made him in che way of mariage,. 8 
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rar eleſſe attount theroł ſeemed in his minde co be very angry with 
thole offers. And as the ſight of meate is very lothſome to him whole 
ſtomack is il.oꝛ hach alreadyeaten his fiil, ſo that litle ſight which hes 
bad of Alceſt, had fed his fancy ſo ful, p to ſre, o ſo much as think o as 
ny other women, was molt greeuous vnto hin. And notwithſtanding 
che griping pain ofloue cauſed ſome grafts of grief to begin to grow 
in his heart: yet hyreaſon that he had the conducting of the army rop⸗ 
all under his father he was ſo bnſily occupyed, that hee had no great 
jeaſure ta lodge any louing thoughts within his bꝛeaſt. But ſee hom 
che deſtinies dealt to dziue this bargainethozow, There arole a qua⸗ 
rel betweene thetwo armies, touching certaine poyntes wherein the 
law of armes, was thought to be bzoken :; to decide which controuer ; 
fie, Admetus mas ſent paſt to Lycabas, who ſitting by his daughters 
bed ſide, had wand haought him, that Admetus was come tothe court, 
to impart matters of impoꝛtaunce vnto him. Nob at this inſtant chert 

chaunced one okthe Phiſitions to hold Alceſt by the arme to feele her 
pulſes, and where befoꝛe they beat bery f:eblp,as if he had been redx 
to peelde to the ſommons ok death, ſhee no ſooner heardthat meſſage 
hzought vp; to her father , but that her pulſes beeganne to beat with 
great foꝛte and ſiuelineſſe: which the Phiſition perceiuing perſwa⸗ 
ded him ſelfe he had found the cauſe of her calamitie, but foꝛ moꝛe al⸗ 
ſuredp2oofe he whiſpered the king in the care, deſiring him that Ad⸗ 
metus mightbe ſent fo2 thither, and chere to make relation of his 
meſſage vnto hun: whieh the King cauled to be done accodinglye. 
Admerus was no ſooner admitted into the Chamber, but her pulſes 
began to beat againe with wonderful ſwiftnes, and ſo continued all 

whyle he was in the chamber: who ſectng his loue in ſuch danger o 

ber life, though he vnderſtood not che cauſe cherof,yethe caſt ſuch care 
ful countenance towards her, p ſhe eaſily perceiued he did particypate 
in payne with her, which made her caſt ſuch glaunces of goodwill tos 
war des him, that he ealily vnderſtood it was for his ſake (Ge ſuſfained 
ſuch ſoꝛr t add ſickneſſt᷑ But tbe feare of her Father, whoe was his 
moꝛtal tae aud the vꝛgent neceſſitie of his affapzes, foꝛtced him to de⸗ 
part without manifeſting vnto her the manikold goodwil he bare her. 
And though his departure were little better then death to ihe damſel, 
pet fo2 that ſhee kne we her loue to bee incountred with lyke affection 
(wherof before ſhe ſtoode in doubt) ſhe began to dꝛiue away the darke 
lowds of diſpapꝛe, and to ſuffer the bꝛyght light ol hope to ſhine vyõ 
er. Admetus being gone, the Philition tooke the king alide, and — 
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him, his daughters diſeaſe was not deriued ok any diſtemperature of 
the body, but onely of the viſquietnes of the minde: and to tel you the 
eruech plainely ( ſaich he) it is only che feruent affeccton ſhe beareth to 
that young pꝛince Admetus pour enemie, that foꝛcech this feebleneſſe 
and faintneſſe in her: and tolde che kyng by what meanes he tried the 
truth therof. The king at theſe woꝛdes was marueilouſly diſquieted, 
perſwading him ſelfe that it was ſo in deede, and that Admetus on 
the other ſide bare affeccion to his daughter, fox that al the time of his 
talke wich him, he contmually turned his eyes towards her bed, and 
woulde often time giue him anſwers nothing partinent to che que. 
ſtions which he pzopoled vnto him, as hauing bis cogitations conuers 
Cant in other matters. Upon this the king wentco his daughter, and 
as che Philitton firſt miniſtrech to his pactentbyccer pyls, and purga⸗ 
tions to expell groſſe and ill humoꝛs, and then applyech lenitiues and 
reſtoʒatiues to bꝛeede and bꝛing againe good blood: ſo he firlt vſev 
ſharpe thꝛeatuings vnts her, to expell the foꝛce and fury ot her loue; 
and then vſed gentle perſwaſions, to reſtoe her to her fozmer health 
and quiet minde. But neither the ſowꝛeneſle ofthe one, ueyther the 
ſweeteneſſe of the other could pꝛeuayle: fo2 ſalues ſeldome helpe an 
ouerlong luffered ſoze, it is tos late to ſhut the ſtable doꝛe, when the 
ſteede is ſtolen, it bootech not to ſtop the breach, when the towne is o⸗ 
uerflowen, ft is too late to diſlodge loue out of ones bꝛeſt, when ic hach 
infected befoze euerp part of the body. Foz as ſowning moꝛtiſteth eo 
uery member as peſtilence infectech euery part, as poyſon pearſeth ez 
nery vaine:ſo loue,if it be not in time looked to, will bing body and 
mind to vtter confuſion, Fo2 this Uirgin was ſo vanquiſhed by loue, 
ſhee neicher fozced her fachers faire wazdes, neither feared his fierce 
thꝛeatninges, but tolde him plainely, ſhe would not deny the loue ſhe 
bare ta Admetus, neyther coulde caſt out ot her minde the lyking 
{he had concepued of him: and cherefoze'humbly craued pardon, if 
(ſapeth ſpt) it be offence to loue him honeſtly, wluch deſerueth it wozs 
thyly. But her father in a fury flung from her, ſaying, ge ſhoulde 
neuer inioy him with top,and that ſhe ſhould neuer finde anye mos 
fatherly furtheraunce at his handes, then the greateſt enemy he had. 
The young Pꝛinceſſe perceyuing her fathers good will thus alyena» 
ted krom her, repoſed her only cõkoꝛt and conſidence in Admetus, hos 
ping chat he ſhould ſtand her in ſteede of both a friend, phere, and fa⸗ 
ther:and wich as conuenient ſpeede as ſhe could, wyote a letter to him, 
Lothis enn. . S 
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Al (molt peereleſſe Pꝛince) neceſſitie on Joue had lawe, I mygbe be 
thought perchance to trãſgreiſe the lam e limits ol moveſtie, m firſt 
giuing che onſet,wheras J dught not eaſilꝝ to haue peelded being al⸗ 
laulted. But ſeeing neceitie and lacke ofopoztunicy,by-feaſonofche 
rygour ofthe warres perchance cauſeth you to conceale that whiche 
pou would diſcouer, and vehement loue and feruent deſire: foxcethme 
to diſcouer that wich A could ronceale, Ithinke it lelle offence by 
this meanes to ſapply pour want, and ſatiſſte my own deſire then, bx 
Kanding vpun the nyce tearmes of my Paivenly eſtate, to ſuffer both 
ol vs to pine ama in paine. foz lac ke of being miup tu each others 
minde and purpoſe; *:- Therfozeyou ſhal vnderſtand, the cant ot my 
yicing ia ahis. lx hat tune nour goed hap( A hape) was to bee at my 
Fathers cott, id perc eiue (it deſire to haue it ſa did not decepue! 
me) that your affettion was great towards me and that vou ſeemevi 
not a litleto be pinched wich mp paine:ta tale you ot which griefe, 
thought it my duetie to certiſie you, that the certaine hope which 1 
therby tonteiued of pour loue and gaodwill, did preſently reftoze me 
to pertert benluhe And further to let you vnderſtand, that che onelyr 
enuſe of wy ſieknes was che ſirſt ſight which had ot you; and the di⸗ 
ſpametbat & ouldneuer-befo foztunace as tõ abtayne yu. Mom 
as the fame hand which did hurt me, did helye me: ſo if J baue any 
way waunded ou, i ſhal be redy ta make you whatplayſter it pleaſe 
vou, tu heale pour hurt. And iudging che ſincer itie of your minde by 
the cleaxeneſſe of myne on conſcience, I commit my ſelfe wholp in · 
to peut hands. peſying thus farre of your perfect loue towardes: 
me. that you null not in any way ſeeke the diſper gementt of myne 
bonour (which A hold far moꝛe deare then loue oz lyfe) but accept me 
foz your lawfull andloning @powle; and that way pou onely and at 
any time ſhal diſpoſe me at your pleaſure. My father by ill foꝛtunue 
bach found out our loue, and ſtoꝛmeth greatly therat, ſo that Athinke 
his haggard heart is hy no meanes to be rectaymed: But A think in⸗ 
direct deg ing by the daughter may be vſed, when the Father by rage 
rather then reaſon is ruled. Therfoze if vou thinke ſo good. J wil ſe⸗ 
cretly conueigh my ſelfe to what place you will haue mee: But J 
commit this matter to pour wildome, and my ſelfe ta pou, remaining 
pours oneiy and euer. Alceſ t. 
Nom Admetus euer aſter his teturne from the court of Licabas, 
was Niuen into ſuch daleful dumps, and gouerned his e 
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talch uch hau cheere,chac hisfacherepantining him very frict!yor 
the tauſe chereof „ *enfoxcedhimcoconfelſehiscarefulcafe; Which) 
he no ſooner heard, but he fozthwith diſcharged him ok his charge, ſay⸗ 
ing, he was fitter to be one of Cupids carped captaines, then to marc 
—_ the manly ere Je 3 — * — 

uious knightes in his army. Foz (faieth he) te any part of che do⸗ 
dy be putrifted , tt muſt bee cutte off fopfeave of infectingrhe whole 
body: Andtald him plainely, if her went foꝛ ward wirh his folly, hee 
woulde neuer take him fo his Bonne, nepther ſhoulve he euer 
ſucceexe in che kingdome by his conſent, The young Punce with ⸗ 
new hl felf otic of his fachers preſence, and got him to his Paups! 
Kon 02 Tent, where hee was no ſooner ſadly ſet down but ; 
melented by acruſtiemeſſenger with the Letter ot Acen , which ſo 
ſoone as he had read, her ſeemed ta be rapt into the third heauen: but 
conſidering on che other ſide the vilficultie of reaping che fruits of 
toue,and weighing the peril or his kachers viſpleaſure he was tho un 
tao the deepeſt dungeon ofhell . And as a Boatebozne hy the tyde 
agaynſt the wynde, fetleth double fozct, and is coinpelted tu ptede 
both to Mynde and Maue, ſo this young Pute beeing' men bye 
the fozce of lone;againſtthe monde and pleafure-ofhis lacher, lelt von 
ble dolour, and was toꝛmented wich both. But at length Loue gat the 
e other doudtes caſt aſide , he returned his Piltrelle this 

ubs mas ener exaltevcothehygheſt degree ol happpureſſe, and 
Nyuen to the deepeſt extremitte of euill at unte but A zwyd euer floꝛy· 
ſhed in keltritie, and faded in milerp togeather but J d whoever was 
placed in Paradiſe, anvplunged in perplexitte topnfly,bue Ir Fox 
heauen it ſelfe cannot yeelde me better blylle, chen che conſenc ofyour: 
goodwil and loue ( moſt peereleſle Pꝛince and pꝛincely peece) and hell: 
it ſelfe cannot peelvme moze bitter bale, then to be deltitute ol meanes 
ta enioy che fruiteg of your fauour, and the beneſit of pour beautie. If 
Ctæſus came and offered me al his wealth, if Alexander yeelded mee 
his Empire, it Iuno tame from henuen with her kingdomes, Pallas 
withher wyledome oz Venus with her Helen, allure theeſelf weete 
miſtres)that neither any one of them, neither al them together, ſhould 
be ſo gratefully oz gladly receiued ofme, as the pꝛoler which your let⸗ 
ers haue made me. And canſt thou (deare wenche) pꝛelerre my loue 
beefoze thy owne lpfe, my pleaſure befozethy Renn

contentment beloꝛe thy owne commopitievAnaſhal any doubt pt den. 
ger dʒyue me from the duety which J oaght ro doe vnto thee? Mollet 
father fret, let friendes fro bone let liuing be lot let kingdome be made 
kcom me, ler hap what hap willzthou han pomiſedtobempne,s Appa- 
teſt by the beauens.cobechme; What thoughthe king your father! det 
reatly incenſen againſt me, what careIfoxaripmanstrtendſhip,if'J 
baue pour fauour?Wlhac though the way-vnto yow-be-long/and dans 
gerous? Mhat paſſe J co paſſe a thouſand perils to plealure you 
What though mine enemies lie in wayte foz me? What weigh A to 
bee hewen in an hundꝛed peeces in your meſence? Mea if Jh434chous 
ſand. utes, I thinke the looſing ofthem all, little eaoui co re quite che 
great gand myll ann curteſie you haue ſhemed me. But me chinkes 
heare pou ſay che ſpending? loſle ol my lite, is che greateſt loſſe and 
euill that pollibly ran happen vnto pouß and thereloze mut take heed 
bow J hazard it. Mell q wyl(Cwtece wenche) teſerue my life only 
to ſerue thee;and the care A baus ok vou. ſhall cauſe me to haue care 
af mx ſelfe. But taucbing the conntighot ouratfapzes , J amat mp 
wits end which way to wozke : fox ik pour father chafe at this matter, 
mine rageth and ſtoꝛmeth. watcheth me ſo narrowulp, that not ſo nnich 
as mylookes,buthe locketh to them. But J will tale him of this la⸗ 
bour ere it be long, loꝛchis life q am not able to endure long: peaFhay 
rather line wich pon in moſt miſerie (ik hee may poſſibly bee miſerable 
chat iniopeth ſuch a iewell as pou are) then heere in moſt happineſle 
which ol me is not to be had without pou)therefoze wayward koztune 
only left vs this way; tit pleaſe you ſo much to diſhonour your 
ſelfe, and to doe meſo much honour, as meete methe- tenth ok this mos 
neth at the Chappell of Diana ſtanding as pou know ſixe leagues frũ 
pour fathers court, I wyll chere God willing moete pou, and a Pꝛieſte 
with me to marry ba, which done, wee wyll ſhift our ſelues into Mil⸗ 
grymes apparrell, and fo diſguiſed indurt together ſuch koꝛtune as the 
faces ſhall aſſigne vs. And thus till then I bid ꝓou farewell.

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| \FeWe woes ( moſt waꝛthie Pꝛinet) are enough ta winne crediee 
to a matter alredie btletuet:foꝝ anly vpon conidence of pour conſtant 
and faithful heart to marns : me, IJ haue thus vuaduiſedly aduentured 
mine honour, as pou lee, deſiring pou not ſinifterlycothinkrofchis mp 
attempt, being boldened thereto by the great loue which J beare ta⸗ 
wardes vau, and by the lopaltie which Alookefoz ot᷑ vou towards me. 
Aheſaith Admetus) it i ſoulde make any ill interpꝛetation of your 
vertudus due and ſincere affection towards me, I were the verieſt vil⸗ 
laine on earth, fo J take God to witneſſe, 3 take your foxwarde will 
for ſuch friendly good will, that J doubt my deſertes will neuer bee a⸗ 
ble to anſwere thereto, as J deſire, .

uoyde theyꝛ parents puniſhment and diſpleaſure. See GentlewomE 
the lamentable lots of loue, which dꝛaue two Jzinces krom their plea⸗ 
ſant Palaces, from they) flonthing friendes, from they? trayne of ſer⸗ 
uants, fram they}ſumptuous fate, from their goꝛgeous garmentes, 
from varietie of neltghts, from ſecure quietneſſe, pea from heauenlp 
happineſſe, to wilde wilderneſſe, to deſart Dens to caretull Caues, to 
hard cheere with Pawes and Nippes, ta Pilgrimes pelts, to perill of 
ſpoyling. to danger of deuouring,to miſerie of minde, to affuction ot 
body, yea ta helliſhe heauineſſe. O pitileſſe parents. to eferre their 
owne hate befoze their childzensloue;thep} owne dilpleMireg : befoze 
their childꝛens pleaſure, to foꝛget thacchemſelues were onre pounge 
and ſubiect to loue, ta meaſure the firie flames of pouch, by the drad 
toales of age, to gouerne their childꝛen by they} 0wue luſt which nom 
is, not which was in times paſt. To ſeeke to alter their natur all af 
kection from their childzen vpon ſa light a caulſe, ſewing them ſelues 
rebels ta Nature, eo endeuour to vndoe the deſtinies, and dilappointe 
the appointment ofthe Goddes, ſhewing themſelues traytours to the 
Gurs. But the one of them, che father of Admetus, xeaped the tuſt 
reward ol his rigaur: Foz hee, after the departure ot᷑ his ſonne, tooke 
che matter very heauily, abandoned al pleaſures, auoyded all company, 
and ſpent moſt part of his time in dilcourſing with him ſelf in this ſos 
rowful ſozt, 

If Nature, by the diuine pꝛouidence of Cod. did not moue vs to the 
mayntenance ot mankinde, ſurely the charge of childꝛen is ſuch a hea⸗· 
ute burden, that it waulde feare men from entring into the holy tate 
ol matrimony. Foꝛ to omit che inconueniences ofthey} infancie, whi⸗ 
che are inlinite, when they dꝛawe once to mans eſtate, what time chey 
thoulde bee a ſtayto our ſtaggering ſtate, good God what troubles 
doe they tozment vs wich: That cares doe they conſume vs with r 
What annoyes doe they afflict our olde peerts withal? They fay, 
wee are renued and reuiued as it were in our olſp:yng, but we may 
ſay, wee dye dayly in thinking of the deſperate deedes of our chyl⸗ 
dꝛen. And as the Spider feeleth, ikher webbe be pyict but with the 
poynt of a pinne: ſo if our childzen be touched but with the leaſt trou⸗ 
ble that is, we feele the fozce of it ta pearte vs to the heart. But howe 
vell this tender care is by them conſidered, alas it maketh my hearte 
leede to thynke. It wee looke foz obedience of them; and that they 
hauld follow our countatlein the conueigh of their affapzes,why,chey

thinke we doate,and that cheir owne wits are far better then ours: If 
we warne them to be wary andchattttezthey chinke it pꝛoceedetch rather 
of couetouſnelſe then of kindnes: ik we pꝛouide them no martages, it 
is becauſe we wil depart with no liuing tothem: It we perſwade chẽ 
to mariage, it is becauſe wee will haue them fozſake all good fellows 
ſhip,and liue lyke clownes in the Countrie by che plowe tayle: At we 
perſwade themto learning, it is chat they might liue by it without our 
charge: If we perſwade them to one wike rather then anocher, it is 
?becauſe the one is richer then the other: If wee looke ſcuerely to che, 
we loue them not: Tf we vſe chemfamiliarly,we feede them wich flacs 
cery®{,cauls we wil giue them litle: and ſo of all our louing doings, 
thep make theſe lewde deuiſes, ven when wee haue fought them vp 
wich great care and coſt, when we haue trauelled all our tyme by Sea 
Eby land early and late, in payne and in ꝓtr il. to heape vp treaſure fox 
them, when we haue by c6tinual toyle ſhoztned our own liues, to leng⸗ 
then and inlarge their liuings and poſſeſſions, yet if we ſuffer them not 
to royſt and ryot. to ſpili and to ſpoyle, to ſwaſh and to laſhe, to lende 
and to ſpend, yea, and to followe the furie oł their owne frantike fan⸗ 
cies in all things: this foꝛſooth is our recompence;thep wiſh an ende 
of our liues, to baue our liuings. Alas a lamentahle caſe, why hach 
not nature cauſed loue to aſcend as well as deſcend : UAhy hath ſhe in 
dued the Stozke with this pꝛopertie, to feede his vamme when ſhee is 
olde, aud men with ſuch malice, to wiſh their parents death when they 
are aged? But J ſpeake perchaunce otf myde owne pꝛoper griete, God 
fozbid it ſhoulde be a common caſe, fo my ſonne (Ah why doe J 
call him ſonne)hath not only wiſht my death, but wꝛought it. Be knew 
he was my only delight, he knew F could nat Iiue, he being out ot my 
ſight, bee knewe bis deſperace dilobedience, woulde dꝛiue mee to a 
deſperate death. And could he not ſo much doate of alight dainſell, ca 
fozce fo licle of his louing father: Alas, a wife is to be preferred befoze 
father and friende. But had he none to fixe his fancie on, but the daugh⸗ 
ter ofmy moſt furious foes Alas, loue hath no reſpect of perſons. Pet 
was not my goodmill and conſent to bee craued therein? Alas, hee 
ſaw no poſlibilitie to obtaine it. But now alas I woulde graunt my 
good will, vut now alas it is too late:his feare of my furp, is too great 
euer to be found, his fault is too great, euer to looke me in 5ᷣ face moꝛe. 
e my ſo20w'ts too great, euer to be ſalued. And therupõ got him to ber 
ann in fine dates ſpace his gatural moyſture with ſecree ſoꝛow bog l 
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Admetus and Aleft; 50

let on ſhoare againe. q diſſembling the cauſe ther ol pꝛetended ſome 0+ 
ther matter, and got to the next town, where with the money die wels 
he havabon: him, he furniſhed him ſelf and his Ladye wich the bet ap. 
parel could be pzonived in the town, and with ſuch a train de men as 
he could there take vn: which done, he made the greateſt expevitiowhe 
could vnto his on country, her he was royally receiued as pfince: 
ſhoftly aſter topfully crowhed king. And being quietly ſetled in g 
reg al ſeate, he pꝛeſently diſpacched Ambaſſadours to Lycabas his fas 
thers foe, and his father in law, whole amballage contained cheſe two 
poynta, che one to entreat a peace foꝭ his people, the other ta craue 
parvon fox his wile:who willingly graunted boch the one pe che other 
wher by he now liued in great quiet e tranquilitie. marueilous mu⸗ 
tabilicie of foꝛtune, which in the ſpace ol a month tould bꝛing him krõ 
happp ioꝝ to heauenly annoy, & then frõ anno againe, to greater ioy 
then this fozmer ioy. Foz as p ſunne, hauing bin long time ouerwhel⸗ 
med wich dark clauus when it hach baniſhed chem frõ about it ſetmes 
to ſhine moꝛe bꝛighelx then at any time beloꝛe:ſo the ſtate © condition 
of this pzince,hauing been touered with the clouds ol care, now it was 
cleared or them, ſeemed moꝛe pleaſant᷑ and happy then at auy time bes 
foze. And verily as ſharp ſatice giues a good taſte to ſweete meate: ſo 
trouble and aduerſitte makes quietnes & pꝛoſperitie far moꝛe pleaſũt 
Foꝛ he knoweth not the plealure of plentie, who hath not felt þ pains 
of penury, he takes na delight in meate, oho ls neuer hun gryꝛher ca⸗ 
reth not koꝛ rale, who was neuer troubled wich any diſeaſe . But not · 
withſtanding the happy life ofthis pꝛince, albeit he abounded in great 
riches as he required, albeit he had as many kingdoms as he coueted,. 
albeit he had luch a wife as he wilhey lo, yea and intoped all thinges 
which eyther God coulde giue him, Foztune further him to. o; Na⸗ 

gr e belts ue vpon him: yet to ſhewe that there is no ſunne ſyineth ſa 

Vyg he. but that cloudes may ouertaſt it, no ground ſo good, but cha 

ch weedes as well as flowers, no king ſo ſurely *

Hut that che game ſome Soddeſle foxtune will at leaſt checke bim ik 
not mate him, no ſtate ſo plftiful in pleaſure, but that it is mixed wich 
payne: he had ſome weeves of woe which began to grow vy among 
his flowers of felieitie, and ſome chips ol ſoꝛy chaunee did lighe in che 


heape ofhis bappines. Pea Foxtune preſencedher lelfe once agayne 


pꝛince, poſſeſſing ſuch pleaſant life, took great delight in good houfs 


keeping, and gaue ſuch good entertainment to ſtraungerg, chat his 
fame was farre ſpꝛead into foꝛraine countries: yea the rumoꝛ chereof 
reached to the yes, in ſo much that Apollo (as the Poetes re- 
pox) haulii} oceaſion to deſcend from; heauen to the earth; wente co 
ſee the entertainment ol Admetus, whawasſorxopally reteyued by 
im, chat the God thought good with ſome great kindneſſe; to requite 
is great curteſie. Aud as Philemos and Bucis,foxtheir hartie houſe 
keeping, were pꝛeſerued by the goddes from dꝛowning, when all the 
Founcrie and people beſides were ouerflowen : ſo the God Apollo 
ment to pꝛeſerue bis lie, when al his countrey and peoplethen lining, 
ſhould lye ful low in their graues, and of the deſtinies of death ahtey⸗ 
ned thus much koz him, that if, when the time aud tearme ol his natural 
life dew to an end, auy cuuld be found. who would willingly: dye and 
fooſe their own life foꝛ him, he ſhould beginnthe courſe of his lyſe ac 
gaine. and continue on earth an other age. 
Nome whenthe time ol his natural life dꝛew to an end, chere was 
diligẽ̃t enquiry made who would be tõtent to alnioge their own dates, 
to pꝛolang their pꝛinces life.

by litle & litle was partaker ofhis pzeſence,and yet at the meeting e 
was moe free ot her teares, then of her tongue, fo her greeting was 
onely weeping, woꝛd ſhe could lay none. | E 

Cephauus inflamed with this her vnfaigned loue,made al p friends 
be could to baſten the mariage betweene them. But the old laying is, 
haſte maketh waſte, and bargaines made in ſpeede, are commonlye re⸗ 
pented at leaſure. Foz maried they were, to both their inexplicable 
top, which ſhoꝛtely after turned to both their vnſpeakeable annop. Foꝛ 
the increaſe is ſmal of ſeede too timely ſown. whelps are euer blind 
that dogs in haſt do get, the fruits ful ſoone do rot, which gathered are 
too ſoone, the mault is neuer ſweet, vnleſſe the fire be ſoft, and he chat 
leapeth befoze he looke, may hap to leap into the bꝛook. My meaning 
is this, that Cephalus his ſhare mult necdes be ſoꝛow, who would lo 
raſhly and vnaduiſedly enter into ſo intricate an eſtate as wedlock is. 
The Philoſophers wil vs to eat a buſhell ok ſalt with a man, beefoze 
we enter into ſtrict familiaritie wich him: but A think aa whole quarter 
Aitle enough to eat wich her, with whome we enter into ſuch a bonde, 
that oncly death muſt dillolue. Thichrule if Cephalus had obſerued, 
he bad pꝛeſerued himſelt from moſt trkeſome inconueniences. But he 
at al aduentures ventred vpon one, of whom he had no triall, but ot̃ a 
Ucle crifling loue. like but litle of thoſe mariages, which are made 
in reſpecte o riches, leſſe ofthoſe in reſpect of honours, but leaſt of al. 
of thoſe in reſpect of haſtie, fooliſh, and fond affection. Foz ſoone hott, 
ſoone cold, nothing violent, is permanent, the cauſe taken awaye, the 
effect vanilhech,+ when beautie once fadeth( wherofthis light loue fo2 
the moſt part ariſeth)goodwil ſtraight faileth. Mel, this hot loue ſhe 
bare him was the onely cauſe of his haſtie and heauy bargaine, foz 
womanlines ſhe had none (her peares were tos young) vertue ſhe han 
utle( it was not vſed in the court) modeſtie ſhe had not much (it belon⸗ 
geth not to louers) good gouernment and ſtayed wit ſhe wanted (it 
is incident to few women) to be ſhoꝛt, his choyce was rather groun⸗ 
ded byon ber goodlines then her godlines rather vpon her beautie, 
then vertue, rather vpon her affection then diſcretion. But ſuch as hee 
ſowed, he reapt. ſuch as he ſought he found, ſuch as he bought he had, 
to wit: a witleſſe A enche to his wife . Therfoꝛe J would wiſhmp 
friendes, euer to ſom that which is ſound tu lerk that which is ſure ta 
buy that which is pure. A meane, J would haue * in the choyle — 
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(cephalus and Procris. 
kuch choyce ware,chiefly toreſpect good condicionsandvertue: that 
is the onely ſeede which will yeelve good encreaſe , that is the onelp 
thing wozthy tobe ſought, that is the only thing which cannotbe coo 
dearely bought, And wholoeuer he be, that in any other reſpect whats 
ſoeuer, entreth into che holy eſtate of matrimonie, let him looke foꝛ no 
better a penywooꝛth then Cephalus had, which was a lothſome Ipfe, 
and a delolate death. Fo2 within a yeare oz two after they had ben ma⸗ 
ried, his fancy was in a manner fully fed, and his diſozdinate defixe of 
her began to decay, ſo that he began plainly to ſee, and righely to iudge 
ok zer nature and diſpoſition, which at firſt the parctalicy of his loue, - 
oz rather outrage of his luſt would not permit him to perceiue , And 
ſeeing her retchlelle regardes # light lookes, which the now vſed to⸗ 
wardes all men,remembying therewithall how lightly he him ſelfe 
wonne her, he began greatly to doubt ofher honeſt dealing towards 
bim: and hauing occaſion of a farre tourney, and long abſence from 
her, he wꝛoughe this pꝛactiſe to trie her crueth, Oe told her, his above 
from her muſt ot neceſſitie be foxtie weekes: but at the halfe peares 
ende, by that time his hayꝛe was wyldly growen, he apparrelled him 
ſelfe altogether contrary to his woonted guiſe, and by reaſon df his 
haire ſo biſguiſed himſeltz ß he was not known of any: which done, his 
neceſſary atlaires viſpacched,he returned into his own country, and 
tame to his owne houſe in manner ofa ſtraunger which trauailed the 
countrey,where he found his wife in moze ſober ſoꝛte then hee looked 
rod and retceiued ſuch curteous entertainment, as was conuenient fox 
a Gueſt. Yauing loiourned there a day 02. two, at conuenient time de 
attenmted her thaſtitie in this ſoꝛte. 

Ik faire Gentlewoman ) no arquaincaunce might iuſtly craue any 
eredit,o2 litle merits great meede, J would repoztvnto pou the cauſe 
of mp repap1e,and craue at pour handes the cure ol mp cares but ſeg» 
ing there is no likelyhood that either mp woꝛdes ſhalbe beleeued ; oz 
my woe relieued, I thinke better with paine to conceale mp ſozow, 
then in vaine toreteale my ſuit. The gentlewoman ſomwhat tickled 
with thele tryſting wozdes, was rather deſirous to haue him manifeſt 
the miſterie olhis meaning, then willing he ſhould deliſt from his pur⸗ 
poſe,and therfoze gaue him this anſwer, ; 

Jam Sit) of opinion, that credit map come diuers wales belides 
acquaintaunce;and: Amy ſelt᷑ haue known much good done to many 
wichout delart:and ther eoze it pour woꝛdes be true, and pour: velire 
eee pouſhd be boch credited, and cure. -

.- Forthetruenelle ol my wowes (ſaich hee) J appeale to che heauens 

fo: witnes, foꝛthe dueneſſe of my deſire, J appeale to pour curteũe ſoꝛ 
iudgement, the woꝛdes J haue to vtter are theſe. 

There chaunced not long ſince to trauaile thoꝛowe the Countrie, 
wherein lyethmy liuing, a knight, named Cephalus: and though the 
repoꝛt ot᷑ the pozte and houſe which J maintaine bee not great. yet it 
is luche, that it ſendech mee many gueſtes in the peere : it pleaſed this 
Cephalus to ſoiourne the ſpace of thꝛee o2 foure dayes wich me, and in 
wap of talke, to paſſe away the time, hee made relation at large vnto 
me ok his countrie, of his condition g ſtate, ot his ſpecial place of above 
aud dwelling of his lands & liuing, and ſuch like. I demannded or him 
whecher he were married, laping: All thoſe thinges befoze rehearſed, 
were not ſufficient to the attayning of a happie life, without a beauti⸗ 
full, faire, and louing wife, Nich that he ketcht adeepeſigh, ſaying: J 
haue ( Sir ) would pou knewe, a wife, whoſe beautie reſembleth the 
bzightneſle of the Sun, whoſe face doch diſgrace all the Ladies in Ve- 
nice, vea Venus her ſelłe, whoſe loue was ſo exceeding great cowards 
me, chat befoꝛe I was married vnto her, hauing occaſionto goe in Am⸗ 
ballage to the Tur ke, ſhe almoſt dyed at my departure, and neuer was 
rightly reuiued t ill my returne. Good God, ſaid J, bow tan vou be ſa 
long abſent from ſo louing a wife : how can any meate doe pou good, 
which ſhe giueth you not how can you ſleepe out ot her armes? It is 
not lawfai(ſaithhe)fo2 euery man to do as he would, 4 muſt doe as my 
buſinefle bindeth me to doe. Beſides that, euerp man is not of lyke 
minde in like matters. Laſtly, it is one thing to haue been happy, it is 
another thing to be happy. Foz your buſineſſeſ ſaid it ſeemerh not ta 
be great, by the good companie, which J thanke you, you haue kept me 
this foure dayes: Foꝛ pour mind. I know no man that would willing 
Iy be out of the company of ſuch a wike: Foz pour pꝛeſent happineſſe,. 
in deede it may be pour wife is dead, oꝛthat her loue is tranſlated from 
vou to ſome other. No ſaith he) ſhe liueth, and J thinke loneth me: but 
what good doth Gold to him that carech not foꝛ it: And canyou(ſaive 
I not care fo uch a golden Gyꝛle : Then may J ſap, you haue a wife 
moze fayꝛe then foꝛtunate, and ſhee a huſbande, moꝛe foztunate then 
faithfull. Alas (ſaith hee) with teares in his eyes, it is my great 
care that J doe ſo little care, but no moꝛe hereof J beſeech you, But 
my blood beeing flamed with the commendation whiche hee gaue 
ta your beautie, and pytying your caſe to haue ſo careleſſe a huſbande 
ouer you, Jlay very umpoztunately vpon bi to impart the whole 
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matter vnto me, and with much a doe J wzong theſe woꝛds from him, 
Spd(ſaith he) Z ſhalldeſire yon to impute my doings not to my fault, 
but to my kates,# to thinke that whacſoeuer is done yll, it is vone a. 
gainſt my wyll. It is ſo, chat I temained maried with mp wife the 
terme okt wo whole peeres, what time J did not only make ofher,bue 
J made a goddeſſe of her, and rather doltiſhly doated on her, then duly 
loued her: nowe whether it were the puniſhment olche gods foꝛ my 
fonde Idolatrie committed vpon her, oz whether they thought her too 
good fo2 me, oꝛ whecher the deũinies had other wiſe decreed it, oꝛ whe⸗ 
ther lone be loſt when fanc ie is once fully fed, oꝛ whether my nature be 
to like nothing long, J know not, but at the two peeres end J beganne 
ſodainly in mp heart to hate her as deadly, as befoze J loued her deep⸗ 
Iy:yea her very light was ſo lothſome vnto me, þ J could not by any 
meane indure it. And becauſe her friendes are of great countenance, 
and J had no crime to charge her withal, J durſt not ſeek deuoꝛcement 
but pꝛiuily parted from her, pꝛetending vꝛgent affayzes whiche cons 
ſtrained me theret oer eafter J meane to beſtow m ſelt in che wars 
vnder the Emperour, not minding to returne while ſhe linech, And fox 
my maintenance there, J haue taken oꝛder ſecretly with my friends, to 
conueigh vnto me perely the reuenues of mp land. Thus crauing your 
ſecrecy herein, J haue reuealed vnto pou mp careful caſe, The ſtrange⸗ 
neſſe of this tale made me ſtand awhile in a maze, at length J greatly 
began to blame his dillopaltie, to conceive without cauſe ſo great dilli⸗ 
king, where there was ſo great cauſe of good liking. But Gentle wo⸗ 
man, to confeſſe che truth vnto ou my loue by this time was ſo great 
towardes vou, that q neuer perſwaded him to returne vnto pou, mea 
ning my ſelke to take that paine, and knowing hym better loſt then 
found, bee ing no better vnto pou, Shoꝛtly after this he departed from 
me towards the Emperours court, and I tooke my iournephyther as 
vou lee, And this is the tale J had to tell pou. 1 
Procris hauig heard this forged tale, with diuers alterations & ſun⸗ 
dy imaginatlons with ber ſelke, ſomtime fearing it was true, ſoz 5 hee 
rightly hit divers points which had paſſed betwene her huſband g her, 
ſamtime thinking it falſe, fo2 þ ſhe had firme cõlidence in her huſbands 
faith & lopaltie towards her, aſſone caſting one like lihood one wap, aſ⸗ 
ſoone another, another wap: at length fully reſoluing with her ſelfe 
that his woꝛdes were vtterly vntrue, ſhe replyed vnto them in this ſoꝛt. 
Good God, J lee there is no wool ſo courſe, dut it will take ſome 
colour,no matter ſo vnlikelp, which with woꝛdes map not bee _ 
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pꝛobable, noz nothing ſo falſe, which diſſembling men will notfayne 
and foꝛge. Shal it ſinke into my head that Cephalus wil ſagſake me, 
who dyd foꝛſake all my friendes to take him Is it likely he wil leaue 
tountrie, kinſkolke, friendes landes, liuing, and which is moſt of all) 
a moſt louing wyke, no cauſe conſtrayning hym chereco? But what 
vſe I reaſons to refel chat which ode without eyes may ſee is but ſom 
toyned deuiſe to coſen mee: No ſir knight, vou muſt vſe ſome other 
pꝛactiſe to effect your purpoſe, this is too bꝛode to be beleeued, chis cos 
lour is ſo courſe, chat euery man map ſee it, and it is ſo blacke, chat ic 
will take no other colour to cloude it, the thꝛeede of your hay is ſo big, 
that the Connies ſee it befoze they come at ic, your hooke is ſo long. 
that the bapte cannot hide it, and pour deuiſe is too far fetcht,tobyyng 
pour purpoſe neere to an ende. Gentle woman (ſaith Cephalus) F ſee 
it is ſome menes foꝛtune not to bee beleeued when they ſpeake truclp, 
and others to be well thought of when they deale falſly e: whiche you 
haue veriſied in pour huſband and me, who doubt of my woꝛdes which 
are true, and not ok his deedes which are falſe. And: his I thought at Þ 
firſt, which made mee doubt to diſcoſe this matter vnto you: foz 1 
knew it commonlx to be ſo, chat trauellers woꝛdes are not muche tru⸗ 
ſted, neither great matters ſoone belecued, But when the time of pour 
hulbands returne is expired, and hee not come, then will you ſay, that 
Spꝛ Sulahpec( fo; ſo turning his name he tearmed himfelfe)told you 
true. Fo2 my part, notwichſtanding the great good will J beare you, 
would not ſuffer me to conceale this matter from pou, that you might 
pꝛouide fo2 your ſelfe: yet Jam very well content pou ſhauld giue no 
credite to my woes, fo2 I woulde not pou ſhoulve beleeue any tlung 
which might greeue pou any way,# I would wiſh you to thinke wel, 
tyl pou ſee otherwiſe: fo2 euery euill bungeth griefe enough with it; 
when it commeth,though the feare befoze pꝛocure none. Therefoze J 
craue no credite fozmp woꝛdes, m deſire is, that pou will beleeue that 
which pou ſee, which is, that foz your ſake J haue trauelled with great 
peryll and paine out of mine owne countrie hyther to pour houſe, that 
vpon the repoꝛt of pour beautie I was ſo ſurpꝛiſed therewith, that J 
thought euerp houre a peere, tyll I had ſeene pou, that hauing ſeene 
vou, J haue reſolued with my ſelke to lyue and dye in pour ſeruice and 
fight, Now ik in conſideratton hereofitſhal pleaſe pou to graunt mee 
ſuch grace, as my good wil deſerueth, von ſhall lind me ſa thankful and 
grateful fo} the ſame, that no future fozxtuneſhalfoxce me to foꝛget the 
pzeſent benelit which pou ſhall beſto m vpon * and ik it chaunce that

pour hiſband return, you ſhal be ſure alway to inioy me as pour faith 
Full kriende, and if Heenener come againe, vou ſhall haue mee; if you 
pleaſe,fe2 your louing Spoule fo euer. Yea mary ſaich procris) 
from hence came thoſe teares, heereot pꝛodeeded pour foꝛmer fetche, 
this is it which hath ſeparated my huſ bande from me, which hath ſent 
hym to the warres, which will catiſe him neuer to return: a fine fetch 
foꝛſooch, and cunningly contriued. Did that repoꝛt which blazedmy 
beautie(wbich God knowech is none) blemiſh my name . ( whiche J 
woulde you know is good) in ſuch ſoꝛt, that you conceiued hope to win 
me to your wickedwil?IUere pou lo vaine to aſſure your ſelf ſo ſure⸗ 
Iy of my vanitie, that onely thereupon you woulde vndertake ſo great 


a iourneyꝭ no, vou are conuerſant with no Creſſed, vou haue no Helen 


in hand, we women wil now learne to beware of ſuch guilefulgueſts, 
Ns, if pou were as cunning as Ioue, that pau coulde conucrt pour 
ſelle into the likeneſle of mine owne huſband, as loue came to Alc- 
mena in the likeneſſe of her huſband Amphetrion) J doubt howe J

pvsu liſt. Cephalus liked this geare reaſonably wel, and perſwa⸗ 
ded himſelle, chat though he had a wanton wife, pet hee had no wicked 
wife. But knowing it the faſhion ol women at firft to rekuſe, and that 
what angrie face ſoeuer they ſet on the matter, yet it doth them good 
to be courted wich offers of curteſie, he ment to pꝛoue her once again, 
and went moꝛe eſfectually to woꝛke, to wit, from craft to coyne, from 
guiles to giſtes, from pꝛapers to pꝛeſents. Foz hauing receiued 
great ſtoꝛe of golde and Jewels fo2 certame land, which he ſolde there 
whicher he trauelled che only cauſe indeed of his trauaile) he pzeſented 
it all vnto her, ſaying he had ſolde all that he had in his owne countrie, 
minding to make his continuall abode with her, and if ſhe ment ſo ri- 
gozouſlꝝ to reiect his good wil, he willed her to take 5 in token there 
of, and foꝛ himſelfe, he would pꝛocure himſelfe ſome deſperate death oz 
ther, co auoyde that death which her beautie and crueltie a thouſande 
times a day dꝛaue him to. 
The Gentle woman hearyng thoſe deſperate wooꝛdes, and ſeeyng 
that riche ſigbe. moued ſomewhat with pitie, but moze with pention, 
began to prelde to his deſire, and with Danae to hold vy her lap to re- 
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ceiue the golden ſhewꝛe. O God gold What canſt thou not dor But 
dinel woman, that will do moze foz gold then goodwil, O Gent lewo⸗ 
men, what ſhame is it to ſell vilely, that which God hath ginen freely; 
and to make a gaine of that, which is moze gratetull to women then 
men, as Tireſias gaue iudgement. Hereof tame that odious name of 
whoze, which in Latine is Meritrix à merendo, of deferning o2 get⸗ 
kinga thing ſo vnnatural, chat very beaſtes abhoꝛ it:ſovnreaſonable, 
as if one ſhould be hp2ed to do ones ſelfe good: ſo vnhoneſt, that che 
common ſtewescherofcooke firlt their beginning. But to returne to 
our tozy,Cephalus ſeeing the leawdneſſe of his wife, beewjapevhim 
felfe vnto her, whoe hee was: whereuppon ſhee was ſurpiiſed wich 
ſuch ſhame, e he with ſuch ſoꝛow, p they could not long tune ſpeake 
ech to other: at length ſhe kel vowne vpon her knees, humblx crauing 
his pardon; Cephalus knowing women to be too weak ta withſtand 
che might ol monep, c thinking that her very nature violently ewe 
her to him, whom being her hulbãd, chough to her vnkno bun, che loued 
intirely, he thought beſt fox his own quiet, and to auoyd infamp, toput 
vp this pꝛeſumption of euyll in his wife paciently, c to pardon herofs 
fence:s ſo they lyued quiet ly together a while. But within ſhoꝛt time, 
ſhe, partly foz want of gouerment, and partly thinking her huſhande 
would reuenge the wꝛong which ſhe would haue done ta him, fel into 
fuch a furious ieloſie ouer him, that it wꝛought ber own deftruction # 
his de ſolation. Foz this mõſtrous miſchiete was ſo marueilouſiy crept 
into her heart, that ſhe began to haue a very care full and cuvious epe 
to the tonuer lation of her huſband, and with her ſelf ũniſter ly to exa⸗ 
mine all his woꝛdes and woꝛkes towardes her. F'e2 il ze vſed hen be⸗ 
ry familparlp, ſhe ſuppoſed that he flattered her, and did it but to co⸗ 
lour his falſhood towardes her: ik hee looked ſoleninelx on ber, ſher 
feared the alter ation of his affections, and the alienation ot his good 
will from her, and that he rowev in ſome other ſreame:ifhe bſedann 
tompanp, and frequented any mans houſe, ſhe thought by and by chat 
there dwelt the Saint whom he ſerued: if he lined ſolitarily, and auoi⸗ 
ded company, ſhe iudged forthwith that he was in lone ſome where: 
ik hee bydde anye of his neighbours to: his houſe , why, they wers 
his goddeſſes:ifhe inuited none, ſhechought he durſt not, leaſt ſhe ſhuld 
ſppe ſome pꝛiuy trickes bertweene them: it hee tame home mere⸗ 
ly he had ſped ol his purpoſe: if ſadly, he had reteyuen lame repulſe:

But toomuch eunillaritiebadbped ſo 
much rontempt in her, that ſhe began impartently! co'Pout;tolotire,co 
Ciuffe;co chafe , co thynke het ſelle much iniuried by thoſe woodes, 
and layde plainely ſhe would lyke of whom ſhe lpſt, chewing her rue 
bꝛynging vp, her want of wit and geuerment, her curriſh nature, ber 
curſtc and how vnfitte hee was fo) the place ſhee was in, 
Well ehe king was fupne to make a vertue or necellitie, and to take 
pactently that which he could not tale away eaſily, Foz the ill per.

No he lined with ſuche deligbt 
inthe contemplation ot her chaſtitie and vertue, that he was voyd not 
only ot libidinous luſt to wardes her, but alſo towardes all other wo⸗ 
men whatſoeuer. Mea he rere iued moꝛe pleaſure ol her by imaginati⸗ 
on, then ol any other woman by the acte ok generation. So that 
betweene theſe friendes was no caule of ſuſpicion; no tauſe of iarre, 
no cauſe of ielouſte:but they liued together the ſpace of thee oꝛ foure 
yeeres in moſt heauenly hauen of moſt happy life.

You muſt not (Gentlewomen) take 
theſe woꝛdes to pꝛuceede from me, who dare not ſo much as think ſo 
muche, much leile ſay ſo much, oz that erueth getteth hatred , J] 
meane ſuch as tell not the truth, as he in no wiſe ſhould not doe, which 
:Ghould blow fooꝛꝝch any ſuch bla of the moſt faithful and conſtant Fe⸗ 
menine kinde: But you muſt take theſe - ſpeeches: to pꝛoctede from 
Pigmalion, who tu ſpeake vpightip, had ſome cauſe to diſtommende 
Foe in particular, though not to condemne all ingeneral,as vou ſhal 
Foozthwfthheare;! : Fopitfel ſu aut, that an ambaſſadour came out ot 
'aſtrange countrey into Piemont, and was appoynted to lye at the

of their wauering ( who are conſlant in nothing) oꝛ of cheir imper fect 
nature ( which tendeth al way to the wo zſt) A kow not, but this Ladie 
began to conreiue a very good opinion oł bim. in ſhoꝛt time in aflec 
ion far ta pꝛefer him befoꝛe her old laithful friend. Mhicbe _ 
on ptrceiuing, being in theirpzefence>zunk vp his ſozrow in i wh 
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but hauing withdꝛawen humſelf out of their companp, into his ſolitaty 
chamber, he entred with himſell into this raging rapling. 

O fapnedfawning,D counterfapte curceſie, O deepe diſſembling, 
O hony mixt with gal, O heauen turned ta hel. Now do J perceiue 
thy friendſhip herecofoze was nothing but flatterp, thy loue lewde, thy 
curceſie of courſe: nome am Jaſſuredchou madeſt of mne a vertue of 
neceſſity, to ſerue thy turne foꝛ lacke of other company. Did Jptefer 


thee bcfoze father and friend? and canſt thou pꝛeter befoze me a ſtran⸗ 


ger, whom chou neuer ſawelt befoze,ofno countenance, credit, oz cons 
ſtancy, but wauereth with the wynd $ Did J beare thee faichfull and 
entyꝛe affection} and canſt thou beare greater good wil to him, who 
car ech not fozehee?who beareth ſtedtaſt affection to none, in whom is 
nothing but flitting fantaſte, and meere vanity: And canſt thou thus 
p2efer lewdneſle befoze learning trifling befoꝛe trueth,clowniſhnelle - 
befaze courclinefſe,vanity befo2e vertue? chen farewel reaſon, thou re⸗ 
Felt not in womens head: then fare wel wit, thou wpeldeft not wo⸗ 
mens doynges : then farewelfapth, thou art no-womans pheare: 
then farewel women , you are no mates fo me: and heereuppon 
verely determined with himſelle vtterly to abandon her company foꝛ 
tuer. But repꝛehending his owne raſhnes, he meant to haue a farther 
trpal of ber trifling towardes hym, and alſo to looke moze narrowlp. 
into the doings e behauiour ot that other Gentleman that if he cauld 
ſee any thing in him. whereby he woꝛthe ly deſerued to be pꝛeferred 


| befozehimſelfe, he might the moze patiently endur e it. Mherupon 


diſſembling his griefe fo wel as he coulve, he made repayze agapne 
vnto her houſe , andthere noting her lone by her lookes, her fancy by 
ber face, and her conceytes by her countenaunce,he eaſily perceiued ta 
whom ſhe bent her beſt deuotion , and who was her holpeſt doll, 
Likewiſe, diligently conſidtring the conuerſation ofthe Gentleman, 
be perſwaded himſelfe that in indifferent iudgement, where affection 


did not make blynde che beſt giltes eyther of body oz mpnde, whiche 


were in him were not to be compared to the wooꝛſt whiche were in 
himſelfe:che one beyng not perfect any wape, the other imperkett nas 
way. So that, ſeeing neither his owne woꝛthineſſe, neither the others 
vnwozꝛthineſſe, could ſettle her affection as it ſhould be, he vtterly ap⸗ 
pealed from her vnwozthp and vnequal indgement, and giuung her the 
be xelat manoss he altogether eſtranged himſelfe from her ſocietye. 
Ste the marurlloug power al his loue, who notwithſtanding he ne⸗ 
uer inioped the vſe ofher body, and — knew that the other hav 
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not woune that poynt of her neither, yet hee tooke it ſo grieuoully, chat 
the ſhoulde ſeeme ta beare greater good will to wardes the other then 
hym, that he fully reſolued with him ſelfe to cſchew the company ok al 
other women fot her lake, and neuer to ſuffer the loue of any to ſinke 
againe ſo deeplie into his heart. And ſurely ( Gentlewomen) this Pig-' 
malion map be a pꝛeſident andp}oofe to contute the errour of thoſe, 
who chinke there can be no hot and feruent loue bet weene a man and a 
woman, vuleſle it pꝛaceede of ſome filthy pꝛactiſe betweene them. And 
ik they ſeeauy friendly kamiliaritie betweene a young Gentleman and 
Gentlewoman, they foozthwith conceiue an euill opinion of their 
honeſt affection, TUbhich errour, as it is moſt groſſe, ſo may it ben 
defaced by ſundzy reaſons, Foz how is it poſſible that an vll cauſe can 
come to good effect: that firme frtendſhip can flow from fading fancie*: 
that the heauenly conſent of minde, ſhoulde pꝛoceede of the bzutal con⸗ 
iunction of bodies: Mhich if it were ſo, thole men ( if I may call them 
men) which daply deale with common women, ſh ould bee very faiths 
fully and friendly affectioned towardes them 2 but it is ſs far of, that 
in my fancy aſter the fact, they rather loth them, then loue them: both 
foi that a loathſome repentance follawech it, and alſo (as Ariſtotle 
ſaith) men thereby are made leſſe perfect: So that I think the vnlaw⸗ 
full coniunction of bodies, rather a diſiuuc tion of mind, then othewiſe; 
Ann true friendſhip betweene man and man, oz man and woman, is 
grounded onely on that whichis gaod and honeſt, Yea J am perſua⸗ 
ded char the wanton louer himſelfe, is as well ſatiſtied with the geod 
countenance, louing lakes, and perfect agreement of his miſtres mind 
with his, as wich che vſe of her body: Whichalthoughheoftencimes 
earneſtly deſire, yet I thinke it bee as much to know ther eby her vn- 
fatigued good will towards him, as foz that hee repoſeth the fulneſſe of 
his felicitie therein. Ss, if chen a lewd louer, altogecher vowed to vas 
nitie, can loue wichout luſt : howe much moꝛe eaſily may a faith full 
kriende be feruent in aflection, and pet cold in deſire : And as Pigma- 
lion map bee a plaine pꝛeſident, that a man may laue lopally, and pet 
not deſire laſciuiouſſy: ſo map Flotinda be a fruittul example to the 
Femenine ſoꝛt, to doe the like, who bearing ſuch feruent affection to 
her friende Amadour, that ſhee helde him moe deare then her owne 
life, chat ſhee receiued moꝛe contentation in the campanie of him, then 
of father, mother, childe, kriende, o whoſdeuer; yet ſpee was ſo farre 
from filchie affection towardes him, that ihre aunyde d, ſo neare as — 
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eoulve, all occaſions which might dzawe him inte zur diſoꝛdinate de 
lire towardes her: inſomuch that baumgoecalion-ofpziuje conference 
with him in a pꝛiuie place, befozeſhee came, ſhe fauly delacod her face. 
and bjuiſed it with a Stone, that be might not bee inflamed. with the 
feature theraf: and diuers other wapes,at diuers other tunes. valianc⸗ 
iy wichſtood all alarms: of Juſt. There toꝛe they axe uo douht deceiued, 
which thinke that lone cannot be without luſt neithenfsruent affect ⸗ 
on without fleſhly lancia. And I would not wich any toiudge ſo iniu⸗ 
rioufly ot the familiaritie ot friendes : luchligbi iungements, pꝛodue 
but a light Judge: ſuch ſuſpitious dyinions (foꝛ the moſt part) pꝛo⸗ 
ceede fromſuſpectedperſons, andtheparecomuouly ſusbahemſelues 
as they thinke other to bee: fo: mala mens, malus animus, an euyli 
diſpaſition, bzeedeth an euill ſuſpition. But to xeturne to Pigmalion, 
who, - foziallhis feruent laue. being fruſtratę of the fruites thereof, 
and not incountred with p like, got from the houle of his fickle friend, 
and being alone in his owne lodging. he entred wich himlelfe into this 
diſt ourſe. Notwichſtauding my laue hath been alway guided rather 
by reaſon then rage, and my fantie neuer at any time turned to furie, 
by reaſon whereof J baue nat beene greatly pinched wich the panges 
thereof: vet when J conſider the tommon courſe of louers , and of 
loue, ſurelp of all puniſhments inflicted on mankinde, there is none 
chat doch moꝛe afflict vs then the lewde lottes thereof, and the ſirie 
Dartes of Cupid | > Foz all other euilles by natuxe wee flee from, 
by reaſõ we redjeſſe, by pollicie wepzeuenc, bypleaſurewe mittigate, 
by paciente we moderate, by labour ſhe lighten by payne we appeaſe, 
by counſaile wee cure, by time we take away, oꝛ by ſome meanes oz. 
other ſet our ſelues free from. But this hatefull loue by nature we 
follow, it bereueth vs of reaſon, polycie hath no place in vs, pleaſure 
doublech our dolour, pacience purchaſech no eaſe, labour is loſt, payne 
pꝛeuaileth not counſatle conducech not, tune tyech and intang leth vs. 
no nothing is able to leade vs out ofthis intricate Labypinth And 
though the pleaſures pertaining to loue, ſeeme great: pet whoſocuer 
purpoſech to purchaſe them, let him allure himlelfe ta buy them at an 
vnreaſonable rate: euery pecke ot pleaſure ſhall coſt him a quarter of 
care:fo euery pinte of Hony, he ſyall taſt a gallon ol Gal. en though 
the entrie which leadeth to the lodging ol loue ſeeme ealie, and the 
poꝛche Paradiſe vnto him, vet ſhall hee finde the hall a Hell, andthe 
whole houſe ahatefull pzpſon and place of bondage. Foz as mart. 
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ners, that vnder a ſhewe of talmt weather commit them ſelues to 
the Sea, are often tymes with Tempeltes ſo tolled, that ruſhyng as 
gaynſt the rockes, chey ſhippes are ſhaken to peeces, and chey deuou- 
red in the depth of the Seaſo he that vnder che courteous countenãce 
of a wauering woman peeldeth him lelte to loue, is commonlye ſa 
mapped in the waues of wyles that he is altogecher dꝛowned in the 
deapth of deteipt, and hardip eſcapeth with che lolſe or his libertie and 
Ipuing. We ſee the Flyeplapech ſo long with the flame, that hee 
is ſcoꝛched there with, and the experience is no leſſe common then las 
mentable, that men dally ſo long with daintie dameg, that at length 
they are fcozchevintheflames ol lancte, and the winges of their frees 
wil quight burnt away. And then, good GD. it is ſtraunge to 
conſider their caſe. how careleſl thep deale in all chinges; how lewo⸗ 
iy they ſpend their time, how pꝛodigally tbey conſume their goodes, 
hownegligently they reg ard theit kriendes, how lothlomely they like 
good counſapie;howreſoluce they are in their owne fonde determina⸗ 
tions, hob diſſalute in cheir behauiour, how ſolitarilꝝ they ſit in ſilfce, 
how ſecretly they conceale their griete, how ſoꝛowfully they ſpẽd their 
dapes, how fantaſtically their myndes axe troubled, how feebly theit 
bodies are weakened, what bzoken fleepes, what voubttul dzeames, 
what vaine viſions they haue. And touching their beloued, howe curi⸗ 
oully they commend them, how partially they pzaiſe them, howe vol- 
Liſhlp they doate on chem, how wilfully they are blinded in chem, how 
ſuperſtitiouſſy they thinke of them, howe idolatrouſly they wooꝛchip 
them, how ʒealouſly they loue them, how ielouſſy they look to thẽ̃, how 
warily they watch them, how willinglpthey ſerue them, bawe papues 
fully they imploy chemſelves to pleaſure them, how readily they run 
vnder their commaundementes, howe obediently they bowe at they 
becke and come at cheir call, hom deadly they hate their cuimics, how 
deeply they loue their krieudes. hom charily they ſeeke their good wil, 
how childiſhly they feare their ill will, howe gladly they take a good 
Looke hum ſadly thep roceiue a ſowꝛe countenance, how fooliſhly they 
fulfil cheir deſires, how kondly they frame themſelues to tbeir fancies, 
þow with loo kes chey ſhew their loue, and with ſignes ſigniſte they 
good oll, how it greeuetch them to haue any other looked vpon oz ſpo⸗ 
ken to how in the pꝛelence af their Ladies they frie as hotly as Mount 
Aetna, how in their abfencs they freezeas coldly as the hil Caucaſus, 
how pꝛeſent they efer ſuitea, hum abſent they ſend ſalutations, how 
meſent they floozith, how abſent chey fade, to conclude, how Mens 
they 
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they liue. how abſent they dye. But on the other lide, to weigh the dea⸗ 
linges of their darlinges tawatdes them, it makes my heart ſoze to 
thinke that any man ſhould be ſo mad, as not vtterly ta abhozre them. 
Foz ſirſt, while they fee a man free from folly. and without þcompalte 
oftheir coʒenage, they fetch many a windlas to dꝛiue him into the nets 
of noughtineſſe , and to intrap him in their trethery:and if they pers 
teiue him ſo ſtrougly armed with wiſedome that their bolſtred beauty 
cannot bleare his eies, chen foxthwich they goe about to compaſſe him 
with their counterfeit curteſie, then, foꝛſdoth, they frame ſuch friendly 
countenances towards him, and pꝛetende to beare him ſo great good 
wil, that he cannot vnleſſe he wil ſhewe himlelke altogether vngrate⸗ 
ful e diſcurteous) hut frame his fancie towards them agayne ; Now; 
fo ſoone as they ſet him reaſonablp wel reclaimed to the lure of their 
alluring lookes,they by and by ſtop; the lure vpon him; & rauſe him 
to houer in hope, and teach him to flee a high pitche, foꝛ a map of little 
mofice oz pleaſure. Fo? then they caſt very cop countenances towards 
bim, yra they wil not ſo much, as with a glaunce gene any figne of 
gaod wil:but when they haue made him lye ſo long in the ayꝛe, that he 
is redy eyther to take a ſtand oꝛ foare away, chey fling foith a traine of 
treaſon, and caſt ſome flattering hope and faignedfawning faz hym to 
feed on, leaſt his kindneſſe by their coldneſſe ſhould quaile, and ſa he re⸗ 
tyꝛe his deſire. But if they ſee him to be ſharpe ſet, that he wil ſtoupe ar 
tutry ſtale, oꝛ know him to be a Mieſſe, wbich wyl neuer away, then 
they make him flee, and neuer ſerue him, they bangle him out, and bol 
bim as they liſt, chen they keepe themlelues out of his fight,” ta make 
him mote ſharpe, then in his pꝛeſence they lende louing lookes to o⸗ 
ther, then they make the matter ſo ſtrange, that bee is dꝛiuen to begin 
againe, and to renue his ſuite a freſſe. And the ende of al this is, ta 
ſpoꝛt them ſelues in his paine, to gloꝛpe in his griefe, and ta triumph 
in his toꝛmentes. Such malice they beare him that beareth them 
great good wil. Yea he which laueth them belt, is ſure to be handlen 
the woꝛſt: fo2 they knowe he is armed with laue to indure the foꝛte of 
their tt aude, and like an Aſſe to beare anp burthen dohich they ſhal lay 
on his backe: ea they myl not ſticke to yeelde their bodies co: ſome 
courſe Quidam in acaner, rather then they will beſtowe on him 
ane curte aus eguntenaunce : ſuche is they vl nature. ta cleaue to the 
wozt, and pꝛoudeiꝑ ta diſdaynt him that humuly deſireth them, ann 
venly to xtiect all men thongb neuer ſo noble and ſecretely tare⸗ 
heſe na man though neuer ſo baſe. And as the Yumblebee fleeth — 
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the day in the pleaſaunt ayꝛe, and thinketh much to lyght euen vpyon 
thefweece flowers, but at nyght taketh na ſcoꝛne to lodge in a Cows 
foule ſharde:ſo theſe daintie Dames, in companythinkeſcomcoyeeld 
loue to any, but in coꝛners they tare not to pꝛactiſe wich ſome lothſde 
ſkullion,ozhozle boy. But if they think this louer whom they haue lo 
daintilydealt withal, haue oile to coole their furious flames, be euery 
way fic fo2 their folly;he ſhalperchante, after this tedious toyle, and 
long ſuit in the court otturteſte, bee aduiſed, and admitted foʒ a moze 
ſpeedy diſpatchat᷑ his lyuing to enter his Action in the comms place, 
Imeane, he ſhalbe recemed into their good grace and faudur, and bee 
now and chen feaſted wich the belt banquets in their bodies. But by þ 
time the reckning be paydeghe ſhal finde his cheere ſo chargable, that 
all thinges conſidered, he might haue fared better, karre better cheape 
at the meſt cutthꝛote Inne in a country. Then muſt the chaynes, the 
b)acelecs,the iewels, che rings, thediamonds, the pear les, be pꝛouided: 
then mult he buy foꝛ euery part a peece, fo euery finger a fangle,'fox 
euery toe atoꝝ:then muſt their maides he monied, cher baude bzibed, 


their ſcoutes conſidered, cheir ſeruantes facaſfied, and euet as they lie 


open to him, ſo his purſe muſt lye open to them and cheirs. And here⸗ 
ofcommeth the ſpoyle af a number of noble and loſtie pdunge Gen⸗ 
tlemen:pea and the nobler bloud and the franker heart they are of, the 
ſooner and ſoꝛer is their decay and confuſion; Foꝛ lyke as the fyꝛe 
hauing ſtones caſt into it, doch only altar their colour, and make them 
blatke, but cannot conſume them, but hauing wood thꝛowen into it.

ſo villanouſl cobevanquithed by che weakneſſeof women, But ves 
tilyt, as Spiders tonuert to poyſon whatſotuer they touche r lo wo⸗ 
men infect with folly whom lo euer they deals wirhal ek I chink them 
made of God only fo a plague ⁊᷑ wo vnto men as theyꝛ name impoꝛ⸗ 
tech. And as Eue cauſed Adam tu be depꝛiued of3paraviſe:ſo Jthink

Sargery, to heale his woundes,Phiſicke, to cure his diſsaſes, and 
keepe himſeſfe in health. Law, to miniſter iuſtice to his ſouldiers, to 


deuide the booty indifferently amongſt them, to obſerne inuiolably the 


lawe of armes. Diuinitie, to dehogt his ſouldiers from ſwear ing from 
blaſpyeming,from dꝛinking, from whozing, and in the houre of death 
from deſpayzing, ſothat counfaple, learning, and knowledge ought to 
be the chicfe weapons and complete armour ok a captaine, yea know 
ledge is the armour ot pꝛoofe, which neither Cannon, Pargabus, uo 
Piſtol can pearce. And what commoditie is in courage without coun⸗ 


ſayle, may be ſeene by many raſh conflictes of many raw captapnes. 


And not to touch any offreſh memoꝛie, it may pleaſe you only to call 
to pour remembzance one Callicratides, who being captaine of-p La- 
cedemonians, in an expedition againſt the Athenians, was aduiſed 
by the Senate not to encounter with them, but toremeue his naup frõ

needeful muſt we think it to other parts of the common wealth! Can 
the Pꝛince ſec foꝛch Gods glozy,and ſee to the realms ſafetꝝ: Can the 
nobilitie pꝛauide foꝛche pꝛeſeruation of their Pꝛince c countries cz 
moditie:can diu ines truely pꝛeach the gofpely can Judges duely mi⸗ 
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the lick yes in war can the ſurgions cure the wounded, without lear⸗ 
ning ꝛcan merchants ſafely paſſe the daungerous ſeas without ſkilful 
Pilots: Can they mutually crafique bꝛing in neceflariesinto the re 
alme without ſkilful interpꝛeters to be ſhoꝛt, there is nothing done to 
the countries commoditie, wherto there is not had the belpofſkil and 
learning. So þ learning & wit is the onely wealth of ech country, che 
only conquerer in war, che onely pzeſeruer in peace. Lytæ the goddeſſe 
ofpeace without learning can dos no good, Mars without Minerua 
can make no good mart:therfoʒe(ſir) wel you map reſtraine me from 
ffupy, but pou ſhall neuer diſlwade me from it. And whereas pouper» 
ſwade me to enter into the ſtate of Pacrymonie, J cannot but chinke 
that the great de ſyꝛe pou haue to do mee good, doth ſo dim pour vn⸗ 
derſtanding, that you perfectly knowe not what will do me good, o. 
ther wyſe you would not goe about to bꝛing me (as they ſaye) out ol 
Goddes bleſſing into the warme Sunne Fox if you knewe the 
commodities of this lyfe which J nowe leade, and conſidered che diſ⸗ 
commodities of that lite ou would haue me to leade , I knowe port 
mould neuer counſaile me to eleaue to the one, and leaue the other:

Tablets, Chaines, e ſuch like, to ſend to his Miſtres, as tokens of true 
loue, to linke liking, and to binde faſt the bargaine, After this, hee at · 
tayned to the knowledge of the articles, foz nowe articles muſte bee 
d}awen of their agreement, ber ioynter muſt he appointed, all the con⸗ 
ueiance concerning this contract.are concluded: This leſſon neyther 
diſliked him, fo2 that his father was able euery way to per fame it. And 
thus the mariage is conſummated; . 

Mowe foz recreation after his ſtudie, his exerciſe alwayes was 
either to tryumph or his owne happmes either to trifle talke with 
bis Myſtres, either in verſe curiouũiy to commend her, oꝛ els in pꝛoſe 
Iyuelp to paint fooꝛth the pꝛapſe ot᷑ women: and amongſt many other 
— francike fancies, he pꝛeſented in waiting to his wile rhis mucht in 
effect. ; 

As ie ſomewhat ealeththe afllictev coveter their annoy,ſo no doubt 
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dev that all che delightfull thinges we ſee, allthe wyful chinges wee 
heare, and all the pleaſant things weofeele,..woulde procure vs lytele 
pleaſure,if wee had nomeanes to manifeſt them. oz friendes tu impart 
them to. Therefaze J will vnfalde my ioyes ta my ioy, my pleaſures tu 
my Paragon, my mirth to my miſtres.Foʒ who ener fwamme in ſuch 
ſeas of delight: dM ho euer bathen in moze perfect bliſfes. on firſt, 


what coulde 3 haue wiſhed moꝛe of Gon, then tochaue mine owne fas 


ther the authour, che beginner che perſwader,the pꝛactiſer, che furthe⸗ 
rer, and the finither of my felicitie:t o impart vato me his counſaile, co 
depart wich his coyne, to giue me his goods to leaue me his lands, and 
to dae mote fa; me then I had eyther reaſon to require, oꝛ ſo much as 
durſt to deſires O father, thou onely knoweſt how to bleſſe thy childꝛt̃. 
Then what moꝛe happines could happen vnto me then to haue a wife, 
whoſe rountenance couetech onely to content me, whole lookes are 
kramed only to my liking, whoſe wozdes are only wꝛeſted to my wyll, 
whoſe deedes are only directed to my delight whoſe beautie then the 
Sunne beames is moꝛe bzight. whoſe bountie, wit, æ vertue, is mote 
rare thentoe be compꝛehended in a moztall wight, who in ſhape Venus, 


in wit paſſeth Pallas her ſelfz, who is the only ſtarre, which giueth true 


light. who is the only woiſhip of the wozld,the only honour ok her age, 
the only Phænix of the earth: whoſe gouernment is fuch, chat ſhe can 
guide her ſelfe wiſely in all companies, in all cauſes, whole diſcretion 
ts ſuch, that ſhe can apply her ſelfe fitly to all times, to all places, to all 
perſons, who loueth me ſo lopally, that I cannot butlike it, wbo honos 
reth me fo dutifully, that J cannot looke foꝛ mote, who at all tymes: 
entertainech meſo curteouſly, chat I cannot but bee content with it, 
who dayly filleth my eares with ſuch ſugred woes that they cannot 
but delight me, who at booꝛd keedeth me ſo daintily that apzince would 
be pleaſed wich it, who feaſtech me ſo delicately, that the goddes them 
ſelues woulde be glad of it? O Myſtres, thou only knoweſt hom to 
make thy haſbandhappie. But what maruaile is it to ſeea good ttre 
bꝛyng foozth good fruices What wonder is it to ſee one woman good, 
when there are none yllꝛand how is it poſſible that there ſhould be any 


yl, when the matter wherofthey are made cauſes wherol they come 
are right good: Fox ſirſt they are made of the puriſted mettal of man, 
where as man was made of the groſſe earth. And as in ſtilles, out k 


hearbes is gotten pure water: ſo out ofmi was gotten the pure mettal 
of women. as may plainly be perceiued by the ſineſſe of their fourme, 
by the ſoltneſſe oftheir fleſhe, by the cleareneſle ok their colour, —

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ſuch like. Then koꝛ the coultitution of their bodies, they are mot com 
monly colde, by reaſon whereof they are moſt pacient, modeſt, milde, 
mercifullznoſt conſtant without lightnelle, moſt continent without 
leudnes neither offend eicher in exceſle of meat, eyther in fleſhly heat, 
fo often as men of firie and hot complexions doe. And as their bodics: 
are moſt perfect, ſo alſo their ſoules ate moſt pure. Foz whereas men 
receiue from Adam axigmall inne, women are altogether(if J be not 
deceiued)boide okthat infection. But not wittſtanding this perfection 
where with they are indued yet al things moſt excellent ate euer moſt 
enuied) there want not thoſe which want ſo much gouernment. v they 
will not ſtitke earneſtly tu inueigh againſtthe noble Feminine ſexe, E 
amongſt the re(as who is ſo bolde as blinde Bayard) Mantuan, like a 
mad man, moſt rudely c rachly rauethe ratleth againſt them. But his 
woꝛdes are ſo voyde of wit, and his rayling ſo without reaſon, that if 
bee werealine;J thinke bim rather with toꝛmentes tobe canfounded, 
then with arguments ta be confuted. Befozehim At iſtotle, as an 
Alle, ſotted with ouer much ſtudie, makech a great ſpeake,ſaying, wos 
men are monſters in nature: and hee alleadgeth a pꝛofounde reaſon 

to pꝛaue it, foꝛ that Nature (fozſooth) alwapes intendeth to bing 
fooꝛth chat which ts moſt perfect, and therefoze woulde bꝛing foczuh 
only men, if ſhee might. A pithie argument: he reaſoneth as though: 
it were graunted him, that men were moze perfect then women, which 
wich all his philoſo phie he neuer ſhalbe able to pꝛoue. And if he make 
this reaſon, that the male is euer moꝛe per kect then the female, Nature 
her ſelfe will quicklie conkute him, who in moſt of her creatures hath 
made the female far mote perfectthen the male. And not to vſe many 
inſtances, what neede we goe any farther then conſider the kinde of 
Haukes, where we ſpall ſee the Goſhauke far better then the Toſſel,p. 
Gerfaulcon then che Gerkin, che Lanar then the Lanaret, che Spare⸗ 
hauke then the Mulket, and ſo of al the ret, But Ariſtotle can make a 
better reaſon,fo that womẽ by mutual coniunctions receiue their pers 
fection frõ men:a reaſon cruely without al reaſon. That womã was 
euer moe perfect then che virgin arie, who neuer knew man then 
the Romane veſtal virginsthen our vawed virgins, who continued 
the wholecourſe of their life without the company of men; But Cen 
(foxfooth) beeing a mayde, deſired to bee made a man. But will you 
knom the cauſes Mot foꝛ that the coueted to be of the kind of men: but, 
chat ſhe might be free from the fuchineſſe which men did fozce her — 
| {i (lz 
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*Efoz before ſhe had been rauithed bp Neptune) lytze an the kicterhirke. 
being caught by the Ryce, would with al his heart he were a Rite and 
ptt the kind of kites is not to be thought better then ofchicken. But to 
leaue Ariſtotle his rapling reaſons, tu teaſon indifferencly ot the 
matter, what one perfection any wa fire men indued withal, chat wo- 
men wants Don men (3 fap)eyther in naturall wit, eu her in polptike 
gouernment, eyther in valiant courage, epther inſkil c learning, ey. 
cher in vertue and lyning, aup thing excel them: And firſt foꝛ wit, Arĩ⸗ 
ſtotle him ſelfe pꝛooueth them to be moze apt in witte, fo that they are 
moze ſoft infleſh:# we our ſelues haue a common ſapingamongſt vs, 
Þ woe are neuer without an excuſe, whichis-aſurefigne'ofamott 
Harp tedy wit. And ik Jweredzfuentvalleage examples of wittte 
-women, J could recite whole countries to wit Flaunders., Holland, 
Zeland, and molt ofthe lowe countries, where the women wittilpe 
deale in al things, diſcretly oꝛder their houſholdes, tourtedully enter⸗ 
taine ſtrangers,ę wiſely wield moſt weightie alfayzes, wer eas the 
men deale only with ink, e like dꝛunken voltes lye under the booꝛd. 
In Fraance alſo, the Sentlewomen generallye are moze witcie ig 
wojvs,anv eloquent in talke then ᷣ m. The like no doubt may be tris 
Iy repoꝛted of diuers other nations. Then koꝛ politike gouerment, ia 
it likelp p they, who can gouern themſelues their affectonsdifgrerly, 
their families & houſholds oꝛderly, are to ſeeke in the politik gouern⸗ 
ment ol publike matters: F ono doubt) u is far moze eaſte.co.fee wits 
tily into other mens a ffayzes. chen into dur own: and Solon ſaich, that 
they onelp are fit to gouerne other, who can wel guide chem ſelues, 
neyther is the difference ſo great between a pziuate family ę publike 
ſocietie, but p they which can gouerae che one, may wield the other. 
Axapne, ſeeing in matters ol loue (which blynde the wiſeſt men that 
are) women can deale ſopolitikly, chat thaugh they ther ſelnes beare 
great affection to a man, yet they wil ſo handle che matter, that they 
chal humbly make ſuite vnto them, and earneſtly deſire them tu that, 
which they ofthemſelues moſt earneſtly deſire:ſeeing in pꝛiup ſtelths 
they can pꝛactiſe ſo politiktly, that them huſbauds; though neuer lo 
warp.ſhall neuer beware af it, but rather the moje they are deceiuen, 
doat the mode ot thein: is it to be thought they art ta learne of men, 
oz any wap interiour ta them. in the conueigh of oꝛdinarp accidents, 
and matlers of common moment: But wom are not avmittedtothe 
adminiſtr ation ofthe common wealth: but what foz ſooth is - es 
ozloot 
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Fozſvochthe malictousTpiteofmen :andJmay ſay to my ſelſe , it 
ſtandeth vs vppon ſo to dooe: h ifthey ſhould be allowed to execute 
-ublikeoffyces,. wherby theyz diſerete and good gouernment might 
be generally knowen it were greatly to be feared, that wee ſhould lie 
let to che clout and kitchin another while, and they plared in thoſe offi⸗ 
ces, which we nom mot ſa worthy of chem wꝛong fully vſurpe . And 
pet to the intent all ſuch bzyght lighres boulde not bee put vnder a 
buſhell, it hach pleaſev God to ſet ſome ol them on the billes of high 
eſtate, ca giue lyght ol life, and good gauernmentto the whole woꝛzld: 
as namely the wife of Aeneas, named Lauinea, after his death, go: 
uernedthe malt turbulent ſtate ol Italy, with ſuch polycie and wil⸗ 
dome, that choughche title of her hulband ta the kingdome were vetp 
tickle, being a Troi ane, and ſtranger, though her neighbours on tue ⸗ 
ry ſide were giuen to ſpopling,fncroching, oppꝛeſſing and vſirping, 
pet ſhe kept her prople in peace, and her kyngdome quiet, vntyll her 
ſonne Aſcanius came ta rype peares , and then ſafely ſet him in the 
regal ſeate # royal dignitie of his father. As Debora foꝛ her wit and 
policy was appoynted Judge ouer the Iſraelits, by whoſe counſaile 
and courage that couragious captaine and capital enemy to the Fira- 
elits, named Sycera;was ſubdued. J could alleage moſt fruicefall 
examples of moſt freſh and famous memoꝛte, of the noble gouernmẽt 
of momen, if it were lawful, Ludere cum ſanctis. But what ſhould 3 
rehearſe examples of che pollitique gouernment ok women, wheras 
lawes (the only ground ok al good gouerment) were firſt inuented & 
made by Ceres, a omann 09 NG! 
Theretoꝛe to the thitd poynt, which is valiaunt courage: wherein 
we our ſelues confeſſe them to be nothing infertour vnta vs, in that 
we ſay, women are al wayes deſirous of ſouereintie, which euidentlye 
arguecha noble and hautie minde Veſides that, how much weaker 
their:bodyes are then mens, ſo much the moꝛe ſtrength and vertue 
is contayned in their mindes. Foz it is the iuſtice of God common p, 
ta ſupply che debilitie of the body, with the might of che mynde⸗ 
Againe how uuich ſhoꝛter liuen tbey are then men, accoꝛding to Ari- 
ſtotle his opinion, ſu much che moꝛe bertue of body & minde they are 
induen withal. Likeas by daply experiente we ſee that thoſe childꝛen 


-whicharedeftined lo death in the pzinue'oflyfe; art far moꝛe wittye, 


Diſcreete, and perfecte euery way, then thole who haue long time 
graunted chem to liue on earch. Laſbip, it perticularities might pꝛeue 
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generalitie, what man was euer moxecomeqrious chen Semiramis, 
who in the habite and apparrell of a man, gouerned che Aſſirians 
molt couragiouſlyz Then Lomiris who ſte che mightie king Cyrus 
moſt valiauntly + Then the wpues ofthe Citie of Scio, who repulſed 
cheir enimies moſt repꝛochfully: with infinite other, who in ſtautneſſe 
af ſtemacke, and couragiouſneſſe of minde, haue been cquall to any 
man, chat euer had any pꝛayſc foz his pꝛoweſſe and vertue, The fourth 
poynt is Learnyng, which to be pꝛoper as it were to women, may be 
pꝛooued by this, that the Mules, the aucthours of all Learnyng were 
women. It may be ſayd, that the people called the Latines, lent vs 
much Learnyng : but it muſt be ſayd, that a woman named Nicoſtrata 
fyſt taught them their Letters. It may be ſayd, that Athens hath ben 
the aucthour ol many Arts, but it muſt be laid, chat Aſpaſia inſtructed 
Pericles the Duke thereof in Learning. Solomon was moſt wyſe 
and learned, vet Saba was able to diſpute with hym. Zenobia had lear⸗ 
ned ſonnes, but ſhe herſelfe taught them. So that it is euident that 
women are rather the aucthours o Learning, then any way inferiour 
tu men in Learning. The laſt poynt is vertuous lyfe. Alas it gree⸗ 
ech me to thinke how farre we come behinde in this compariſon, 
Pow ſtrange is it to heare a woman to be aſweaxer, a ſtealer, a mur⸗ 
derer, a travtour, a rebell, an extoꝛtioner, a ptriurer, a cooſener,o2 any 
ſuch lyke : To our ſhame J ſpeake it, we wallow in thoſe wickedneſs 
ſies. Dow hard agayne is it to finde a man ot continent ronuer lation, 
of modeſt manners, of mylde minde, of gentle diſpoſition, of courteous 
inclination, of pitifull hart: To their pzapſe I ſpeake it, Women 
abounde in thoſe vertues , So that to ſyeake udifferently, betweene 
the lyfe of men and wamen, is as much difference as betweene lyght 
and varkeneſle, betweene vertue and vice, betweene GOD and the 
Deuyll. Therefoꝛe, ſeeyng women extell men in perfection of body 
and ſoule, in wit and gouernment. in courage, in learnyng, in life and 
conuerſation, what marueyle is it if my Miſtres make mehappy* 
what wonder ts i if ſhe winne me to her wyll + hat meede doo J 
deferue,if I ſerue yer all the dayes of my lyfe; Fox duetie no doubt is 
due vnto her, am I thinke my ſeruice not ſufficient to ſhewe the good 
wyll which J am bounde to beare her. 
. *  Pou haue heard (Gentlewomen) what pzapſe Alexius for his 
Mitres ſake hath beſtowed vpon you all, which J doubt wyll dꝛyue 
vou into ſo good opinion of your ſelues , that you wyll thynke ſo 
means a man as my ſelfe,not woozthp of pour 7 Hl: _— 
i wx 
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ts w mt that witte and curteſte which Ale xius hath attributed vnto 
yon: and it you pꝛosue him falle in one popnt,it is lyke hr hath lyed in 
all the teſt. But ta lpeake my fancie freely of the pꝛayſe which he hath 
geuen vou, thou rh<lome perttruler examples be ſo manifeſtiy true, 
that all the moꝛldẽ doth acknowledge chem, vet his generall reaſons 
arealtogeather 11 ophitficaland full of fallacicg, ſet faoꝛth wichout any 
lpuely colour, onely with faygnyng and payntyng : and the fyne 
Marble vou knowe needeth no pavntyng, that is needefull onely fox 
ragged walles. J meane not, that he meant women were ragged 
walles, andtherefore paynted them out in ſuch ſoꝛt: but ſurely the ſe⸗ 
quele o his dooinges was fuch; that it euidently appeared he thought 
— ſo well of women in deedc,as he ſet fooꝛth in wooꝛdes. m now 

fo:ſoothhe is veſirous'to be farther learned, and to take foozth anew 
leſlon: he leauech his foꝛmer leſſons with ditpayzc, and pzoceedeth ta: 
declenſons, he beginnetch now to decline, which leflon he layth to him 

ſelfe, in this ſoꝛr. 
Good GOD, I tee there is facteti? of all weng, and Mony it 


ſelfe;pf one haue ioo much of it, leemech nothyng ny EY 


How vnpleaſantgow ſeemeth the pleaſute of vallning with my 
fires; which but euen now!J, thought heauenly happinolle: Howare 
my lierie flames vaniſhed to dead coales How is my luſt turned to 
lochlomneſle : But what ſhould be the cauſe ol this ſodaine alteration : 
The beautie of my Miſtres blazeth as byyghtlp as euer it dyd, her al⸗ 
fection towardes me is as fetuent as euer it was, and my flech as apt 
to kolow folly as cuer it was . The cauſe is this, I perceiue by this 
pleaſureof the body, my minde to be moleſted, I ee that by this vani⸗ 
cte,vice hath vanguiſhed vertue in me, J ſce hereby my wit dulled, my 
vnderſtandyng blynded, my memoꝛzie weakened my ſenſes fotted. x al 
mp partes able to play but one part, which is plealantly to dally with 
my Miltres. I ſee hereby all exerciſe ot vertue, all reſpect of religion, 
all care of godlynelſe vtterly extinguithed in me. J ſee plealure the 
very pathway to perdition. I ſee women the way to wꝛacke @ ruine. 
Which ſeeing J fee, ſhall J wilfully wozke mine owne deſtruction: 
ſhall I greedily deuoure the bayte, which J know hath a hooke hidden 
in it to hurt me ꝛchall J frequent 5ᷣ pleaſure, which J know wyl turne 
to poyſon : ſhall: continue her company, which wyll conuert to my 

*thall J with the Dogge redlire ad vomitum? ſhall I with 
the Dtupll diſcendere ad infernum? ſhall J preferre a fapʒe * 
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befoze ctcrnall bliſſe: Mo, let me firſt ſeeke my beloved, who is gone 
downe into his Garden to the. beddes of his Spicerie to gather vp 
Lillies, and then ſhall J knom how to loue my carthly beloued as J|. 
ought to do. Firſt let me lay vp fo2 my ſelfe treaſure in Heauen, and 
then ſhall J inioy true pleaſure in Earth, Firſt let me ſeeke the Hea- 
uenly kingdome, and then ſhall J abounde in Earchly bliſſe. Firſt let 
me learne to ſerue my Low aryght, and then ſhall J ſerue my Lady 
without any vayne delyght. 

Euer after this, this Gentleman gaue him ſelte to ſuch godlineſle, 
that he gaue oucr all vayne delyghtes of the fleſhe, repoling his chie⸗ 
feſt pleaſure in diuine contemplations: and ſeeyng the ſyght of his 
ſweete Miſtres to be a great hinderance to his heauenly cogitations, 
he altogeather ſeparated hymſelte from her company, left friendes 
1 ſpent the remayndour of his lite in pilgrimage and 
trauell. . | 

¶ You Gentlemen may learne hereby, not to doate too much of 
wyues oz women, but to vſe them as neceſſarie euyls, and that if you 
be binden to the Heauenly banquet, vou ought not to returne anfwere, 


that vou haue maried a Myfe, and therefoze cannot come: but rather 


to foxſake wyfe and wealth, and take vp the Croſſe of Chailt & follow 
hym, as Alexius dyd. 

¶ vou Gentlewomen may allo learne hereby, not to repoſe any 
permanent plcaſure in dallying with your huſbandes, but only to vle 
they2 company as a ſolace, to ſweeten the ſowernelle of this like with- 
all, # to thinke that ſuch ſuperſtitious loue towardes your hulbandes, 
doth withdꝛawe you from the true loue which you ought to beare to⸗ 
wardes God. But J could pꝛeach better to you in a moze pleaſaunt 
matter, I wyll leaue this text to ſome odde malt parſon, who while he 
is bnmarted,J warrant you, wyl diſlwade you ſo earneſtly from ſuch 
idolatrous dotyng on your huſbandes, that he wyll not ſticke to tell 
pou beſides Scripcure, that you ought to haue no reſpect ofperſons, 
but to loue an other man,o2 hym ſelle, ſo well as pour hulbandes. 
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
